Most  likely  dipped  long  ago  and  now  retoning,  but  the  lus¬ 
ter  and  eye  appeal  are  still  excellent.  There  is  a  small  patch  of  very  light  car¬ 
bon  on  the  temple,  another  touching  the  nose  before  the  eye,  and  two  more 
just  left  of  the  1  in  the  date.  MDS.  EAC  grade  net  AU58.  The  attribution 
is  noted  on  the  NGC  label.

MAJESTIC 

1836  FLYING  EAGLE  CENT  RARITY 


See  Color  Plates 

1501  1856  Flying  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  The  most  heralded  Small  Cent  of  the  19th  century,  and  rightfully  so,  the  1856  has  captured  the  fancy  of  genera¬ 

tions  of  coin  collectors.  This  remarkable  specimen  is  every  bit  as  sharp  and  detailed  as  its  grade  suggests.  The  fields  on  both  sides  are  utterly  perfect,  without  the 
usual  spotting,  with  any  marks  or  discoloration.  Mirror  reflection  lacks  depth  as  on  most  of  the  known  Proofs,  the  devices  are  sharp,  one  could  almost  call  them 
razor-sharp.  For  starters,  the  eagles  wings  and  chest  are  replete  with  full  feathers.  The  head  has  a  sharp  beak,  full  eye,  and  clear  nasal  opening,  while  at  the  cau¬ 
dal  apex  (the  other  end)  the  tail  delineates  itself  into  finely  details  feathers  without  the  least  amount  of  softness.  This  latter  characteristic  is  a  hallmark  ol  the  few 
Proof  65s  we  have  seen,  but  often  not  found  on  lesser  quality  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents.  For  the  reverse,  the  identical  sharp  relief  is  found.  Cotton  bolls,  leaves  on 
the  corn  husks,  tiny  kernels  of  wheat  either  side  of  a  bold  ribbon  bow.  Put  it  all  together  and  you  get  a  marvelous  presentation. 

Beginning  around  1849  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  advised  Mint  Director  Patterson  that  it  was  studying  a  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  one-cent  piece. 
The  following  year,  the  Mint  produced  several  patterns.  Struck  in  billon  and  copper,  the  pieces  had  holes  at  the  center  in  the  manner  ot  Chinese  coins.  The  diam¬ 
eter  approximated  that  of  a  dime.  In  1851  additional  patterns  were  made  of  the  so-called  annular,  or  ring,  cent.  The  cumbersome  large  cent  was  finding  increas¬ 
ing  disfavor  with  the  public.  The  patterns  for  1853  contain  nickel  and  copper  in  various  alloy  mixtures,  again  on  reduced-size  planchets  a  little  larger  than  a  dune. 
It  was  believed  that  nickel,  being  valued  at  $2  per  pound,  would  permit  a  smaller  diameter  coin  to  be  made  with  the  intrinsic  value  remaining  sufficiently  high. 
1854,  saw  the  production  of  additional  patterns.  Made  in  copper  and  related  alloys,  the  pieces  depicted  various  designs  including  Liberty  seated,  a  Liberty  head 
style  similar  to  that  used  on  regular  issue  large  cents  but  without  stars,  and  a  flying  eagle  design  resurrected  from  Gobrechts  pattern  silver  coins  of  1836-1839. 
In  1855  additional  flying  eagle  patterns  were  made. 

Demand  for  the  abandonment  of  the  old-style  copper  cent  increased  to  the  point  where  James  Ross  Snowden  reported  that  by  185”  the  production  of  large  cop- 
per  cents  and  half  cents  barely  paid  the  coinage  expenses  involved.  1  he  Act  of  February  21,  1857,  provided  that  a  new  standard  be  adopted  and  thus  sounded  the 
end  for  the  venerable  old  coppers.  The  public  was  to  redeem  all  cents  of  the  old  standard.  Within  a  few  years  large  cents  became  far  less  common. 

Following  these  experiments  with  reduced-diameter  cents  and  various  alloys  in  1849-56,  Director  Snowden  decided  in  1856  that  a  mixture  of  88%  copper  and 
1 2%  nickel,  the  compound  later  called  copper-nickel,  would  be  chosen.  Initially  about  50  trial  pieces  were  made  from  regular  half  cent  dies  to  test  the  new  alloy. 
From  this,  Snowden  requested  that  Mint  engraver  James  B.  Longacre  produce  new  cent  dies  of  smaller  diameter  featuring  a  flying  eagle  on  the  obverse,  modeled 
after  the  Gobrecht  patterns.  This  was  subsequently  done,  and  somewhere  between  600  and  700  examples,  with  the  frosty  surface  known  today  as  Uncirculated 
(rather  than  Proof);  were  distributed  to  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  200  pieces  to  the  Committee  on  Coinage,  Weights  and  Measures, 
four  to  President  Franklin  Pierce,  a  number  of  various  newspaper  editors  and  influential  persons.  In  later  years  the  flying  eagle  cent  became  a  popular  collectors 
item,  and  additional  pieces  were  restruck.  It  is  believed  that  the  restrikes  amounted  to  approximately  1,000  pieces,  giving  a  total  original  production  somewhere 
in  the  1,600  to  1,800  range.  The  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  pegs  the  mintage  at  about  1,000  pieces,  a  considerably  lower  figure.  In  any  event,  of  the  orig¬ 
inal  pieces  minted,  many  have  been  lost  today. 

. Estimate  $15000-$20000 
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1  502  1858  Small  Letters.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  With  beautiful  surfaces 

and  luster  Hash  ,  a  top-end  Gem.  The  luster  shines  with  cartwheel  radiance. 
And  whereas  many  Flying  Eagle  cents  have  poor  strike  characteristics,  this 
coin  outdistances  them  all  in  its  depth  and  perfection.  The  eagle  has  a  clear 
eye  and  nasal  opening,  sharp  tail  feathers  —  very  sharp  indeed  —  majestic 
wings.  1  he  side  with  the  wreath  displays  even  the  tiniest  detail  in  the  cereal 
ornaments,  with  sharply  delineated  bow  and  ribbon.  In  other  words,  the  coin 
is  a  work  of  art,  a  statement  to  preservation.  It  would  also  make  a  nice  cen¬ 
terpiece  in  a  collection  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Head  cents. 

. Estimate  $2400-$2750 

The  governmentis  imminent  approval  of  a  statute  to  alter  the  amalgam 
of  the  Cent  in  1856  left  Mint  Director  Snowden  pleading  for  a  design  to 
begin  trial  strikes  without  delay.  The  task  of  achieving  a  satisfactory  prod¬ 
uct  in  this  environment  fell  to  James  Barton  Longacre.  For  the  obverse, 
the  designer  selected  a  variant  of  the  flying  eagle  that  graced  the  reverse 
of  the  1836-9  Gobrecht  Pattern  Dollars.  Although  nearly  two  decades 
old,  this  eagle  hadmt  faded  into  obscurity;  it  had  appeared  on  several  Pat¬ 
terns  of  1854-5.  The  reverse  got  a  copy  of  the  wreath  of  corn,  cotton, 
maple,  and  tobacco  that  already  appeared  on  Longacreis  Dollar  and  $3 
Gold  pieces.  Despite  the  short  production  run  of  this  design,  the  rarity 
and  allure  of  a  gem  quality  striking  insures  that  it  will  remain  forever  a 
part  of  the  collecting  lore  of  this  denomination. 


t  ^  1  ^  1858  Large  Letters.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  The  final  year  of  this 

truncated  series,  which  was  produced  only  from  1856  to  1858.  A  desirable 
spot-free  example  in  which  those  who  view  it  will  discover  a  very  sharp  eagle 
(full  head,  claws  and  tail  with  only  minute  rounding  at  the  tail’s  right  side), 
injury-free  rims  on  both  sides,  full,  sharp  ONE  CENT  within  an  equally  nice 
wreath.  This  wreath,  which  was  dropped  when  the  1859  Indian  Cents  were 
introduced,  has  come  to  be  known  as  “Longacre’s  wreath  of  cereals  ”.  It  was 
one  of  his  finest  creations  for  a  coins  reverse,  simple,  yet  effective  in  its  depic¬ 
tion  of  Americas  bountiful  harvest.  At  the  time  this  Flying  Eagle  cent  was 
issued,  most  Americans  lived  on  farms  or  worked  in  small  towns  across  the 
landscape  that  were  connected  with  agriculture.  What  would  become  the  big 
industrial  cities  were  still  quite  unpopulated  before  the  Civil  War  (1861-65)

1504  1860  Rounded  Bust  Point.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Second  of  the 

two  hub  styles  this  year,  a  coin  that  tickles  the  eye  with  its  smooth  originali¬ 
ty  and  frosty  mint  bloom.  The  luster  is  nowhere  muted;  we  do  detect  a  tiny 
mark  above  the  0  in  the  date,  but  outside  of  this  the  surface  is  pristine,  indeed 
close  to  67  quality.  The  top  three  feathers  show  a  little  rounding  at  their  ends 
(which  is  typical  of  copper-nickel  pieces),  the  shield  is  refreshingly  bold  and 
the  ribbon  bow  the  same.  A  first-rate  Gem. 

. Estimate  $1500-$2000 

Due  to  panic  hoarding  of  change  in  the  early  days  of  the  Civil  War,  a  pre¬ 
mium  of  4%  developed  in  July  1862  on  copper-nickel  Cents  and  similar 
small  change.  In  a  vain  effort  to  satisfy  the  demand  the  mint  forced  itself 
to  a  rate  of  production  even  higher  than  that  of  1858  (which  it  was 
replacing  the  old  Large  Cents  with  the  new,  smaller  format  Flying 
Eagles).  By  the  end  of  July  the  weekly  issue  amounted  to  1,200,000 
pieces.  One-third  of  this  total  was  reserved  for  Philadelphia,  the  remain¬ 
der  going  to  the  other  large  cities.  No  applicant  anywhere  received  more 
than  $5  worth. 


1  505  1860  Pointed  Bust.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Sometimes  referred  to  as 

Type  1,  this  is  the  narrow  but  point  variety  in  use  since  1858  (on  the  pat¬ 
terns).  All  1859-dated  cents  use  this  hub;  the  change  to  the  broad  bust  point 
was  made  early  in  the  production  of  this  year’s  coinage.  A  possible  reason  for 
the  change  was  to  increase  die  life.  Snow  describes  the  Pointed  Bust  variety 
as  A  very  scarce  and  desirable  hub  variety.  Here  is  an  eye-catching  Gem 
Mint  State  65,  a  coin  that  glistens  with  mint  luster  blast  and  is  free  from  tar¬ 
nish  or  spots. 

. Estimate  $4000-$5000

1506  1862  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Middle-year  in  the  copper-nickel  series  that 

spanned  1859  to  1864  before  the  mint  adopted  the  lighter-weight  French 
bronze  planchets.  1862  is  available  and  readily  affordable  up  to"  low  Mint 
State  grade,  but  as  a  Proof  it  has  a  decidedly  low  mintage  (550  pieces)  and 
hence,  low  survival.  If  you  are  seeking  a  cherry  grade,  lightly  toned  Proof  for 
a  19th  century  Type  Set  you  may  want  to  place  a  bid  on  it. 

. Estimate  $1400-$  1650 


1507  1862  Mint  State  60.  Surfaces  are  lustrous,  though  expertly  cleaned.  Virtual¬ 

ly  free  of  hairlines. 

. Estimate  $100-$200 


I  508  1864  Bronze.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  66.  Red  and  Brown.  The  fields  are 

mostly  golden,  while  the  lettering  and  devices  have  browned  a  bit.  Traces  of 
die  clashing  are  evident  on  both  sides.  With  the  “Red  and  Brown”  color  des¬ 
ignation  by  PCGS,  this  coin  is  one  of  a  scant  16  pieces  at  the  Mint  State  66 
level,  with  none  graded  higher. 

. Estimate  $400-$600 
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1509  1864  Bronze.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Red  and  Brown.  Flawless  sur¬ 

faces  have  toned  a  marvelous  shade  of  tan.  Traces  of  mint  red  cling  to  the 
edges  and  some  of  the  lettering,  mostly  on  the  reverse.  It  is  very  premium 
quality  for  the  assigned  grade  and  an  utterly  spectacular  representative  of  the 
first  bronze  small  cent  date.

1510  1864  Bronze.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Brown.  Mostly  brown,  with 

sprinkles  of  bright  red  mint  luster  clinging  to  some  of  the  lettering  and 
devices.  There  are  no  unsightly  carbon  flecks  evident,  or  handling. 
. Estimate  $150-$250 


1511  1864  Bronze.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red.  Fully  lustrous,  with  gold 

and  rose  hues  complementing  a  meticulous  strike.  Truly  a  borderline  Gem 
example.

1512  1864  Bronze.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Bright  orange 

and  gold  illuminate  upon  surfaces  which  possess  only  a  hint  ol  brown  ton¬ 
ing.  This  coin  is  truly  a  borderline  Gem  example  with  exceptional  visual 
appeal.

1513  1864  Bronze.  ANACS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Bright 

golden  sunset  mint  luster  graces  both  sides  and  is  a  tad  darker  at  the  reverse 
center.  Surfaces  are  virtually  mark-free  and  carbon  flacks  are  minimal.

1514  1 864-L  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red.  Barring  a  sole  carbon  spot  with¬ 
in  the  upper  branch  of  the  E  in  UNITED,  a  refreshingly  choice  (near-gem) 
Indian  cent  displaying  full  fiery  red  luster  on  both  sides.  The  wreath  is  a 
smidgen  weak  at  the  bow,  although  at  the  top  where  the  shield  resides,  detail 
is  complete  even  at  the  smallest  level.  On  the  obverse,  this  piece  has  a  com¬ 
plete  diamond  pattern  on  the  ribbon  end,  with  sharp  L  (for  Longacre)  to  the 
right  in  the  little  space  that  seems  to  be  designed  for  it.

Mint  Director  Pollock’s  objections  to  nickel  as  a  coinage  metal  were  based 
on  many  reasons:  It  was  difficult  to  melt  and  more  difficult  to  work,  it 
was  hard  enough  that  the  planchets  damaged  dies,  and  perhaps  worst  of 
all,  it  had  become  so  expensive  that  nickel  cents  cost  more  than  face  value 
to  make.  This  was  independent  of  his  political  opposition  to  Joseph 
Wharton,  nickel’s  monopolist  and  promoter.  Accordingly,  Pollock 
pushed  his  friends  in  the  Senate  and  House  to  hasten  passage  of  a  bill  to 
authorize  cent  and  2c  coinage  in  “French  bronze”,  which  became  the  Act 
of  April  22,  1864.  These  pieces  were  to  have  a  limited  legal-tender  qual¬ 
ity,  unlike  any  of  their  predecessors. 

1515  1866  Proof  63.  Red  and  Brown.  Nearly  full  red,  with  vivid  reflective  fields. 
Strictly  Choice,  with  claims  to  a  higher  grade.

1516  1866  Mint  State  60.  Red  and  Brown.  Recolored  golden  surfaces  are  a  bit 

subdued  and  matte-like.  Free  of  contact  marks  and  apparent  carbon  flecks.

The  obverse,  in  fact,  is  worthy  of  lull  red  clas¬ 
sification,  with  a  pretty  pinkish  rose  glow,  while  the  reverse  has  some  brown 
shading  on  and  within  the  wreath.

Cent,  among  the  scarcest  dates  in  the  1870s  and  second  only  to  1877.  This 
has  gleaming  bluish  brown  luster  that  gleams  with  inner  radiance;  the  pro¬ 
tected  areas  around  the  legends  and  wreath  showing  deep  faded  mint  color 
covering  perhaps  20%  of  the  surface.  Spot-free,  well  struck,  fresh  and  origi¬ 
nal,  a  treat  for  some  Indian  cent  connoisseur.

A  faint  die  crack  starts  from  the  rim  above  and  to  the  left  of  OF,  crosses 
the  tops  of  those  letters  as  well  as  AMERI  before  exiting  at  the  rim. 


1520  1873  Closed  3.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Brown.  Sharply  struck.  Uni¬ 

form  brownish  violet  toned  surfaces  are  immaculate.  Some  golden  mint  lus¬ 
ter  peaks  through  on  both  sides.  It  is  a  remarkably  attractive  example  and 
very  rare  as  a  certified  brown  “65.”  None  are  graded  higher.

1521  1873  Closed  3.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Sleek  and 

glossy,  this  has  beautiful  light  wood-grain  patina  that  is  mostly  brown  to  steel 
brown  but  with  splashes  of  mint  color  in  amongst  the  letters  and  more 
expansive  on  the  reverse.  This  initial  (Closed  3)  date  punch  was  found  to 
resemble  1878.  Early  in  the  year,  after  Chief  Coiner,  A.  L.  Snowden  made 
formal  complaints,  a  new  date  punch  with  a  more  open  3  was  completed. 
This  change  was  made  on  all  denominations,  not  only  the  Indian  cent,  with 
the  exception  of  the  silver  three-cent  piece,  half  dime,  and  silver  dollar,  which 
were  discontinued  earlier  in  the  year  by  the  Act  of  1873.

It  is  often  the  case  that  certain  coins  come  into  being  through  political  means 
instead  of  as  a  means  to  satisfy  a  need  from  the  public.  The  Three-cent  Silver 
coins  were  designed  to  be  our  first  “subsidiary"  coins.  That  is,  they  contain 
less  than  full  value,  in  metal,  of  their  face  amount  —  breaking  a  long-held 
tradition  whereby  even  mundane  coins  made  from  base  metals  were  sup¬ 
posed  to  yield  close  to  their  true  value  in  metallic  content.  Those  who  read 
the  public’s  mood  were  correct  since  these  were  eagerly  accepted  at  full  value 
and  circulated  widely  although  the  denomination  was  cancelled  in  1873.

short-lived  series.  The  Type  2  pieces  were  made  from  1854  until  1858.  This 
has  deep  antique-gray  color  covering  both  sides. 

According  to  Donald  Taxay  in  his  US.  Mint  and  Coinage  p.219,  on  March 
2,  1851,  mint  engraver  Longacre,  having  prepared  the  design  and  cut  the  dies 
for  the  first  type  of  this  denomination,  wrote  to  Treasury  Secretary  Corwin 
to  explain  the  designs  (of  which  he  enclosed  trial  strikes,  possibly  uniface):  “. 
.  .  That  portion  of  the  act  referred  to  which  prescribes  my  duties  in  relation 
to  the  coin  is  in  these  words:  ‘The  said  coin  shall  bear  such  devices  as  shall  be 
conspicuously  different  from  those  of  the  other  silver  coins  and  from  the  gold 
dollar,  but  having  the  inscription  United  States  of  America,  and  its  denomi¬ 
nation  and  date.’  On  so  small  a  coin  it  is  impossible  that  the  device  can  be  at 
once  conspicuous  and  striking  unless  it  is  simple  —  complexity  would  defeat 
the  object.  For  the  obverse  I  have  therefore  chosen  a  star  (one  of  the  heraldic 
elements  of  the  National  crest)  bearing  on  its  center  the  shield  of  the  Union, 
surrounded  by  the  legal  inscription  and  date.  For  the  reverse  I  have  devised 
an  ornamental  letter  C  embracing  in  its  center  the  Roman  numeral  III,  the 
whole  encircled  by  the  thirteen  stars  .  .  .”

All  devices  on  this  key  issue 
are  razor-sharp,  from  the  crisp  frosted  head  ol  Liberty  to  the  Roman  III  on 
the  reverse  with  its  vertical  lines  like  Roman  pillars.  The  Guide  Book  of  Unit¬ 
ed  States  Coins  gives  the  1877  s  mintage  as  510+  and  assumes  the  mint 
records,  which  were  sometimes  inaccurate  in  the  19th  century,  are  as  close  as 
anyone  will  get  to  the  true  number.  Since  this  is  a  date  that  was  struck  only 
in  Proof  finish,  with  no  strikes  made  for  circulation,  1877  has  achieve  the  dis¬ 
tinction  of  being  the  scarcest  date  in  the  series.  Three-cent  coins  struck  on 
the  mint’s  75%  copper,  25%  nickel  planchets  were  made  annually  from  1865 
until  1889  when  the  denomination  was  abolished  pursuant  to  the  Coinage 
Act  of  1890.  Designs  were  by  James  B.  Longacre,  the  mints  long-time  talent.

Utterly  magnificent  multicolor 
toning  on  both  sides  makes  this  a  must-see  coin  for  any  serious 
numismatist  who  appreciates  the  beauty  and  quality  of  an  early 
Small  Eagle  Hali  Dime.  The  color,  as  it  often  is,  comes  deepest  at 
the  edges,  mostly  blue  but  on  the  obverse  blending  into  lovely  sea- 
green  and  blue.  From  here  the  range  broadens  over  the  surfaces  of 
both  sides  first  into  reds  and  magenta,  then  to  warm  sunset  colors 
like  gold  —  while  along  the  way  other  subtle  nuances  shimmer  in 
the  reflected  glow.  As  to  the  strike,  well,  this  is  just  about  the 
sharpest,  most  perfect  About  Uncirculated  1796  Half  Dime  you 
will  ever  come  across.  It  offers  incredible  detail  in  the  hair  and  rib¬ 
bon  bow  at  the  back  of  the  head;  has  sharp  drapery  folds  along  the 
lower  portion  of  Liberty  s  bust,  and  the  rims  have  nice  defect-free 
denticles.  On  the  reverse,  the  eagle’s  eye  can  be  made  out,  it’s  beak 
is  sharp,  and  full  feathers  grace  the  wings  and  breast  with  only 
minor  weakness  at  the  very  center  of  the  breast.

This  is  th t  finest  known  1797  and  carries  a  gilt-edge  provenance  that 
traces  to  the  collection  of  John  Jay  Pittman.  Not  only  is  it  the  finest  known  1797,  but  it  is  the  only  Mint  State  6  graded  by  PCGS.  Pittmans |h°Wmg! ^ndjjjled 
some  of  the  most  astounding,  most  remarkable  specimens  of  American  coinage  ever  offered,  ever  seen  many  with  superb  toning  as  this  coin  which  wi 
described  in  full  below.  When  John  Pittman’s  estate  was  sold  by  David  Akers  the  auctioneer  in  1996  and  1997  the  attendance  was  overwhelming,  the  prices  real¬ 
ized  commensurate  with  the  unusual  nature  of  the  pieces  and  their  high  conditions. 

The  present  1797  half  dime  has  surfaces  that  are  alive  with  mint  frostiness,  the  surfaces  dance  and  sparkle  with  mint-imparted  vibrancy.  Light  toning  has  formed 
around  the  margin  on  both  sides,  but  the  surface  remains  brilliant  overall.  This  variety  is  always  difficult  to  locate  with  central  detail,  the  coining  press  failed  to 
bring  the  details  out  in  the  central  obverse  and  reverse.  The  Pittman  coin,  while  showing  minor  weak  areas  at  centers  is,  nevertheless,  far  and  above  a  more  typ¬ 
ical  Uncirculated  specimen.  (And  there  are  very  few  Uncirculated  specimens,  let  us  emphasize  the  fact.)  As  a  Type,  the  small  eagle  half  dime  was  struck  in  o 
two  years  1796  and  1797.  It  is  among  the  most  difficult  series  to  locate  in  any  condition  since  mintage  was  low,  tew  were  saved,  and  the  chance  offeringo 
Uncirculated  specimen  is  simply  that:  chance.  To  view  a  coin  from  this  period  whose  whole  fabric  exudes  superb  gem  originality  defies  the  imagination.  Where 
was  this  coin  ah  these  years?  How  did  Mr.  Pittman  manage  to  acquire  it  in  such  blemish-free  condition!  Obvious  to  all,  it  did  survive  somehow,  and  it  remains 
the  only  Mint  State  67  ever  graded  by  third-party  services. 

George  Washington  was  still  President  when  this  coin  was  made,  finishing  his  second  term  of  office  (he  would  live  only  two  years  longer  dying  on  December  24 
1799?  At  the  tfme,  the  country  was  launched  but  the  economy  was  still  on  shaky  ground.  Travel  was  by  slow  horse  cart  and  sailing  ship,  business  transactions 
involved  a  variety  of  local  state  and  federal  coinage,  foreign  coins,  many  of  them  worn  or  “clipped  .  This  tiny  coin  somehow  managed  to  escape  the  ravages 
time.  It  survives  m  such  superb  condition  thanks  to  a  few  farsighted  collectors  who  protected  it  over  the  two  centuries  of  its  existence.  We  are  pleased  to  offer 
coin  as  one  of  the  landmarks  of  the  sale,  a  coin  certain  to  be  a  highlight  of  whatever  collection  it  graces.

Also  referred  to  in  the  Breen  reference  work  as  “flat  top  to  1  ”  variety,  the  large 
date  issue  is  “much  rarer  than  the  foregoing”  small  date  variety.  There  are  few 
reported  in  gem  condition,  few  indeed  this  stellar.  For  the  Mint  State  66 
grade  you’ll  get  sharp  devices  including  full  drapery  folds  in  Liberty’s  gown 
as  well  as  needle-sharp  definition  in  the  shield.  The  reverse  has  its  own  dis- 
tinct  qualities  found  in  the  sharp  leaf  veins,  full  ribbon  bow,  sharp  rims,  etc. 
Everything  has  toning  a  medium  shade  with  russet  and  natural  gray  ’ pre¬ 
dominating. 

The  originator  of  this  design,  Christian  Gobrecht,  must  have  been  duly 
proud  to  see  his  first  tentative  drawings  transformed  into  these  beautiful  Half 
Dimes  and  Dimes  of  1837-1840.  By  combining  a  blend  of  diaphanous  gown 
and  star-free  cameo  effect,  with  an  angled  shield  and  curved  LIBERTY  rib¬ 
bon,  he  succeeded  better  than  any  previous  mint  engraver  fn  capturing  the 
spirit  of  America’s  great  calling.  This  lovely  half  dime  nicely  liberates  that 
feeling.  But  beauty,  like  success,  can  be  fleeting;  in  1840,  the  mint’s  official- 
dom  in  their  innate  wisdom  decided  Gobrecht’s  vision  wasn’t  what  they  were 
looking  for:  They  commissioned  Robert  Ball  Hughes  to  “sanitize”  it.  Imag- 
*ne  Gobrecht  s  mortification!  He  must  have  pinched  his  nose  in  disgust  at  the 
mauling  his  fragile  Liberty  received  on  post-1840  coinage,  where  she  is  now 
cloaked  in  a  body  blanket.  Luckily,  there  are  still  a  few  gorgeous  examples  like 
the  present  Mint  State  66  surviving  to  remind  us  of  Gobrecht’s  proficiency, 
his  genius,  his  vision.

1660  1838  No  Drapery.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Virtually  full  mint  frost 

emits  a  mere  touch  of  golden  peripheral  toning.  Sharply  struck  throughout, 
except  for  a  few  leaves  at  the  left  side  of  the  wreath.  There  are  no  blemishes 
worthy  of  note  on  the  strictly  borderline  Gem  early  Liberty  Seated  half  dime. 

The  No  Drapery  variation  of  Miss  Liberty  was  revised  in  1840.  As  such,  this 
three-year  only  sub-type  is  an  integral  addition  to  any  complete  type  set  of 
Liberty  Seated  coinage.  The  offered  example  is  a  marvelous  representative.

Gobrechts  Lib¬ 
erty  seated  design  of  1 837  was  reconfigured  by  Robert  Ball  Hughes  at  the 
mint’s  request  in  1840.  This  specimen  has  unusual  sharp  rim  denticles  on 
both  sides;  from  1840  through  1858,  weak  uneven  striking  are  the  norm  and 
it  is  rare  to  find  a  well  struck  coin  such  as  this  Gem.

Not  especially  rare  in  circulated  grades,  and  even  occa¬ 
sionally  found  uncirculated,  the  1811/09  is  decidedly  rare  in  tins 
outstanding  condition!  The  population  report  for  January  2002 
bears  this  out,  showing  only  6  certified  (two  by  PCGS  and  four 
NGC),  with  3  higher/  A  remarkable  coin  indeed!

Arrows  were  added  at  the  sides  of  the  date  beginning  in 
1 853.  I  his  was  a  result  of  the  Coinage  Act  of  1 853  which  lowered  the  silver 
content  of  America's  coins  ever  so  slightly.

To  exhibit  industry  of  all  nations  for  ..  Comparison,  competition, 
instruction  and  encouragement,”  was  the  high-sounding  pledge  of  the 
recently  opened  New  York  Crystal  Palace  1853.  This  year  occurred  the 
first  International  exposition  held  in  the  United  States,  following  the 
1851  London  Crystal  Palace  Exhibition,  a  New  York  group  including 
Horace  Greeley,  had  built  Americas  version  of  a  crystal  palace  at  a  cost  of 
over  $600,000.  It  resided  along  the  south  side  of  42nd  Street  between  5th 
and  6th  Avenues  to  west  of  the  present  New  York  Library,  known  as 
Reservoir  Square,  now  Bryant  Park.  1  he  exhibition  opened  July  14,  1853 
and  ran  intermittently  until  October  5,  1858  when  the  building  caught 
fire  and  was  destroyed.

The  strike,  as  is  often  seen,  shows  weak  areas  at  the  forehead  and, 
lymg  opposite  this  on  the  reverse,  the  lower  part  of  the  wreath,  especially  the 
bow  and  leaves  to  either  side  of  the  bow.  Everyone  who  is  familiar  with  the 
series  knows  from  experience  that  most  Philadelphia  Mint  dates  are  readily 
available  in  Mint  condition  (barring  the  1895)  while  most  branch  mint 
dates,  and  in  particular  dates  struck  1905  and  before,  are  very  elusive.  This  s 
a  first-rate  gem. 

The  year  1  898  was  an  event-filled  one  for  America.  Our  expansionist  policies 
first  expressed  by  President  William  McKinley  upon  his  election  to  office  in 
1896,  bore  fruit  with  America’s  war  in  Cuba  and  the  Philippines  in  1898 
(“Remember  the  Maine”  &  Admiral  Dewey’s  Battle  of  Manila  Bay),  as  well 
as  our  acquisition  of  territory  (colonies)  there  and  in  Hawaii,  Samoa,  and  the 
Caribbean.  As  far  as  fairs  and  expositions  held  that  year,  the  most  notable  was 
staged  in  Omaha,  Nebraska  and  titled  the  Trans-Mississippi  and  Interna¬ 
tional  Exposition,  held  from  June  through  October,  with  2,500,000  people 
attending.  f

It  will  be  remembered  that  tragedy 
struck  the  Exposition  and  the  nation  on  September  6  when  President 
William  McKinley,  25th  president  of  the  United  States,  was  greeting  citizens 
late  that  afternoon  in  Temple  of  Music  when  he  was  shot  down  by  the  mel- 
lifluously  named  Leon  Czolgosz,  an  “anarchist  terrorist.”  The  President  died 
September  14.

18~5-S  PCI  graded  Proof  62.  Green  Holder.  “Specimen 
Strike.’’  Sharply  struck,  using  perfect  dies.  Lightly  toned  in  pretty 
pale  russet-gold  and  lavender  hues.  Fields  provide  glittering  reflec¬ 
tivity  against  frosted  features.  PCI  has  labeled  this  first  year  of  issue 
twenty-cent  piece  as  a  Proof  “Specimen  Strike.” 

Twelve  Proofs  are  said  to  have  struck  around  June  1,  1875,  all  from 
a  single  pair  of  dies.  Distinguishing  obverse  features  include  a 
prominent  spike  extending  left  on  the  pole,  just  below  Liberty’s  lit¬ 
tle  finger  and  die  polishing  lines  within  the  stripes  of  the  shield 
below  BER.  On  the  reverse,  TS  in  CENTS  both  have  detached 
pendants  and  the  base  of  T  is  missing  at  the  left.  Proofs  are  further 
characterized  by  unusually  broad  borders  and  strong  central  detail, 
both  of  which  stand  out  on  this  example. 

Last  offered  in  our  May  1999  auction,  Lot  2084,  the  cataloguer 
elaborates,  “Evidently  this  variety  was  discovered  about  1931  and 
was  first  noted  by  B.  Max  Mehl  who  suggested  only  12  pieces  had 
been  struck.”  Breen  noted  that  only  around  6  examples  are  cur¬ 
rently  known,  and  virtually  all  exhibit  handling  and  cleaning.  To 
date,  the  two  major  grading  services  have  yet  to  certify  one. 

Here  is  a  truly  impressive  example.  It  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
cleaned  or  mishandled,  and  as  such,  presents  wonderful  visual 
appeal.  Once  sold,  its  equal  may  never  again  be  obtainable. 

This  coin,  last  offered  by  us  in  our  May  1999  auction,  Lot  2084 
where  it  sold  for  $7130.

Accustomed  as  we  are  to  seeing  some 
of  Americas  most  cherished  numismatic  specimens,  it  is  with  delight  and 
admiration  that  we  present  this  lovely  toned  Uncirculated  twenty-cent  coin 
from  the  first  year  of  issue  at  the  San  Francisco  mint.  Its  toning  blends  from 
rich  sunset  gold  and  orange-brown  to  areas  that  are  dusky  gray  with  blue  steel 
iridescence.  Both  sides  are  naturally  toned;  both  sides  revealing  impeccable 
surfaces  with  alluring  mint  frostiness.  Top  to  bottom  this  is  a  handsome 
offering.  Perhaps  the  strike  here  and  there  could  be  a  little  more  well  defined, 
but  judging  by  the  competition  we  rank  this  well  above  average. 

Big  events  were  on  tap  for  1876,  the  year  following  this  coin’s  issuance,  for 
America  was  getting  ready  to  celebrate  it’s  100th  anniversary.  However,  in 
1  875  another  important  anniversary  occurred  which  citizens  in  no  way  over¬ 
looked.  1  his  was  the  centenary  of  the  battle  of  Lexington-Concord,  com¬ 
memorated  in  medals  at  an  event  held  in  Lexington,  Massachusetts,  scene  of 
the  battle.  Attendance  of  “about  100,000  ’  overwhelmed  capacities  of  the 
small  farming  village  of  less  than  2300  population.  It  is  doubtful  whether  any 
Twenty-cent  pieces  were  residing  in  purses  and  pocket  change  at  that  event, 
still  this  coin,  impressive  as  it  is  in  all  its  fresh  condition  and  historic  aspects, 
played  a  role  in  Americas  post-Civil  War  expansion  and  industrial  growth.

1693  18  /8  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Deep  sea  green  and  dusky  lavender- 

gray  toning  on  either  side,  with  the  fields  reflective  the  devices  nee¬ 
dle-sharp  in  their  strike.  A  handsome  late-issue  20c  coin,  the  final 
year  for  this  truncated  series  that  caused  such  a  stir  when  it  first 
appeared.  Proofs  only  were  struck  in  1877  and  again  in  1  878,  with 
the  latter  year’s  production  a  mere  600  total. 

A  coin  of  the  denomination  of  20  cents,  called  a  “double  disme,” 
had  been  proposed  at  least  as  early  as  1791,  and  then  reproposed  in 
1806,  actually  reaching  Congress;  but  the  legislators  correctly  real¬ 
ized  then  —  as  their  successors  70  years  later  did  not  —  that  simul¬ 
taneously  issuing  coins  of  such  nearly  identical  value  as  20c  and  25c 
could  lead  only  to  confusion. 

As  approved,  the  final  design  copied  William  Barber’s  eagle  from 
the  trade  dollar,  and  his  low-relief  copy  of  the  old  Sully-Gobrecht- 
Hughes  design  then  common  to  current  seated  Liberty  silver  coins. 
As  a  favor  to  the  illiterate,  the  coin  had  a  plain  edge;  also,  the  word 
LIBERTY  itself  was  in  raised  letters  rather  than  incuse.

Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle  quarters  in  1796  and  then  did  not  issue  any  again 
until  1804,  when  the  design  was  changed  to  the  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse. 
Coinage  was  also  negligible  for  1804  when  6,738  pieces  were  made.  This  is 
a  problem-free  example  on  a  well  centered  planchet,  there  being  a  few  old 
hairlines  in  the  fields  and  minor  weakness  due  to  strike  on  the  eagle’s  neck 
and  head.  The  edge  is  only  partially  reeded,  as  is  often  found  on  early  bust 
coinage  where  the  milling,  as  it  is  called,  was  impressed  onto  the  edge  in  a 
separate  operation  before  the  coins  were  struck.  After  1828  in  the  Quarters, 
a  new  process  was  introduced  whereby  the  milling  could  be  accomplished 
when  the  dies  struck  the  coin. 

The  original  models  for  this  Draped  Bust  piece  were  by  Robert  Scot  and  John 
Eckstein  (after  Gilbert  Stuart).  The  reverse  introduced  in  1804  on  the  quar¬ 
ters  copied  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States,  though  with  the  heraldic  error 
of  placing  the  warlike  arrows  in  the  eagle’s  right  (or  dominant)  claw.  Two 
varieties  exist  of  1804,  from  two  obverses  combined  with  a  single  reverse.  The 
commoner  variety.  Browning- 1 ,  has  low  4  in  date,  with  a  die  cut  between  the 
eight  and  ninth  stars,  clearly  visible  here.  1 804  quarters,  while  not  in  the 
same  league  as  those  dated  1796  due  to  that  coin’s  one-year  Type  status,  are 
nevertheless  eagerly  sought  after  because  so  seldom  offered.

This  date  represents  the  first  Draped  Bust,  Heraldic  Eagle  motif  and  only  the 
second  twenty-five  cent  emission  from  the  recently  established  Philadelphia 
Mint.  Mintage  was  a  scant  6,738  pieces,  a  figure  close  in  number  to  the  high¬ 
ly  coveted  first  year  of  issue  1796,  struck  using  a  Small  Eagle  reverse.  The  date

with  the  famous  silver  dollar  rarity  of  the  same  date.  And  in  fact,  except  for 
the  half  cent,  all  coinage  struck  during  the  year  boasts  low  mintages  and  are 
of  special  significance  today.

die  variety  this  year  [89,235  minted],  some  were  evidently  struck  in 
1816  from  these  1815  dies.  A  glorious  Gem  toned  Uncirculated 
example.  Deep  steel  blue  and  gold  toning  hugs  the  frosty  surface  on 
both  sides,  with  the  darker  portion  towards  the  outer  margin  and 
lessening  somewhat  inwards  where  Liberty  and  the  eagle  are  over¬ 
laid  with  golden  reddish  hue.  Liberty’s  curls  are  sharp,  the  hat  is 
crisp,  there’s  a  full  clasp  at  her  shoulder  and  sleek  detail  in  the  drap¬ 
ery  folds  at  her  shoulder.  On  the  side  with  the  eagle,  the  design  is 
also  crisp,  from  the  full  shield  and  neck  feathers  down  to  the  knob¬ 
by  feet  and  sharp  claws  that  are  clutching  an  olive  branch  and  clus¬ 
ter  of  three  arrows.  The  scroll  above  the  eagle  is  inscribed  E 
PLURIBUS  UNUM,  while  below  is  the  value,  25  C.  The  1815  is 
in  demand  among  date  collectors  and  those  specializing  in  first  year 
of  a  design.  No  bust  quarters  were  made  in  1816  or  1817,  the 
design  was  struck  again  in  1818-25,  and  1827-28.

John  Reich,  this  coin’s  designer,  was  a  German  engraver  who  sold 
himself  into  indentured  service  to  reach  the  USA  during  the 
Napoleonic  wars.  As  early  as  1801  he  sought  a  post  in  the 
Philadelphia  Mint,  but  Chief  Engraver  Robert  Scot  rejected  his 
application.  However,  by  1807  Scot’s  age  and  health  were  already 
a  source  of  enough  official  concern  that  the  Mint  authorities 
began  looking  for  assistant  engravers.  On  April  1,  1807,  they 
hired  Reich  at  $600  per  year).  Reich’s  first  assignment  was  to 
redesign  all  denominations.  The  new  quarters  didn’t  appear,  how¬ 
ever,  until  1815. 

Reich’s  new  conception  for  the  silver  coins  was  an  uncommonly 
buxom  effigy  of  Ms.  Liberty,  wearing  a  mobcap  inscribed  with 
her  name. 


1701  1828  Browning-4.  SEGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Prooflike.  Cleaned  at  one 

time  and  so  noted  on  the  SEGS  holder.  Beginning  to  retone  to  a  pleasing  pale 
golden  hue  with  a  splash  of  violet  on  the  reverse.  Surfaces  are  lightly  hair- 
lined,  but  show  an  absolute  minimum  of  minute  contact  marks.  This  die  pair 
was  used  to  strike  Proofs,  hence,  the  prooflike  characteristics  which  will 
transfer  to  the  first  business  strikes  struck  using  fresh  dies.

006  1853  Arrows  and  Rays.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  needle-sharp  coin 

with  great  eye-appeal  even  to  one  who  has  seen  a  number  of  super  nice 
specimens  over  the  years.  This  coin  has  everything  going  lor  it,  from  the 
aforementioned  detail  to  conservative  grade  (the  fields  are  quite  lustrous)  to 
resplendent  original  toning.  Medium  russet  gold  to  old-gray  patina  graces  the 
surface  and  puts  it  in  the  lead  in  its  category,  as  we  are  sure  you  will  agree. 
This  nice  1853  traces  to  a  consignment  of  fresh,  original  seated  quarters  and 
half  dollars  we  received  in  our  offices  in  early  January  2002.  The  consignor 
can  only  have  taken  many  years  to  acquire  his  specimens.

During  1851-53,  officials  realized  that  no  matter  how  much  silver  could 
be  purchased  for  coinage,  no  silver  coins  were  going  to  remain  in  circu¬ 
lation.  Immense  discoveries  of  gold  in  California  had  lowered  the  market 
ratio  of  gold  in  terms  of  silver.  In  the  East,  this  situation  was  experienced 
as  sharp  rises  in  the  price  ol  silver  reckoned  in  gold  dollars,  eventually  to 
a  point  where  bullion  dealers  found  they  could  make  “endless  chain” 
profits  by  melting  down  silver  coins  bought  for  face  value  and  reselling 
the  bullion.  All  the  mints’  output  of  silver  vanished  into  hoarders’  hands, 
and  most  ol  it  went  to  bullion  dealers;  less  and  less  silver  reached  the 
Mint  for  coinage,  reflected  in  the  diminishing  mintage  of  1850-52.  This 
chain  of  events  could  not  be  allowed  to  continue,  as  with  the  disappear¬ 
ance  ol  silver  coins  there  was  no  effective  legal  medium  of  exchange  of 
lower  value  than  gold  dollars.  Cents  could  be  and  often  were  refused  by 
storekeepers,  as  they  were  not  legal  tender;  and  the  vanished  silver  coins 
were  replaced  by  a  flood  of  irredeemable  scrip,  which  could  be  refused  by 
the  same  storekeepers  who  passed  it  out,  and  which  could  not  be  used  for 
buying  stamps  or  paying  taxes. 

Mint  Director  George  N.  Eckert  devised  the  plan  of  reducing  the  weight 
of  silver  coins  to  a  figure  which  would  eliminate  bullion  dealers’  profits 
and  thus  discourage  further  melting.  Somehow  he  managed  to  persuade 
a  puzzled  Congress  that  this  tactic  would  work,  and  his  plan  became  law 
by  the  Act  of  Feb.  21,  1853,  which  authorized  coinage  of  quarters  at  96 
grains  compared  with  the  former  103-1/8.  The  new  Arrows  and  Rays 
coins  entered  circulation  about  April,  1853

I  he  bill  which  ordered  a  change  in  the  design  of  the  silver  coins,  and  which 
further  authorized  the  Treasury  Department  to  change  any  coin  design  after 
it  had  been  in  use  for  25  years,  passed  Congress  on  September  26,  1890.  This 
bill  specifically  called  for  a  change  in  the  Silver  Dollar  and  the  Nickel  as  soon 
as  it  could  be  done  realistically  after  the  act  passed.  Had  this  part  of  the  bill 
been  followed  by  the  Mint,  it  would  have  ended  the  Morgan  Dollar  series  in 
1891  and  the  Liberty  Nickel  likewise. 

The  Barber  design  itself  (for  the  Half  and  Quarter  Dollar)  brought  together 
some  suggestions  from  Mint  Director  Leech  as  well  as  a  couple  of  last  minute 
modifications  (particularly  the  removal  of  Barber’s  original  clouds  above  the 
stars  on  the  reverse  —  see  Judd’s  Pattern  book  for  a  sample  of  the  1891  Pat¬ 
terns).  As  finally  issued,  these  two  denominations  feature  six-pointed  stars  on 
the  obverse,  as  had  been  used  on  the  Seated  Liberty  coinage,  but  five-point¬ 
ed  ones  on  the  reverse  (which  had  also  been  Barber’s  original  choice  for  the 
obverse).  These  are  the  only  regular  circulation  United  States  coins  with  stars 
having  different  numbers  of  points  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  and  are  the 
first  regular  issue  coins  since  the  Half  Disme  of  1792  which  use  five-pointed 
stars.

With  the  World’s  Fair  in  Chicago  just  winding  down,  a  new  celebration  half 
a  continent  further  west  opened  for  the  year  1894.  This  is  the  California 
Midwinter  Exposition  of  1894  held  in  San  Francisco,  the  city  by  the  bay.  Its 
purpose  was  “to  bring  to  California  an  exposition  of  worldwide  interest  and 
significance;  to  divert  public  from  the  Panic  of  1893;  to  bring  homeseekers 
to  the  state,  showing  them  ‘resources  and  versatility  of  its  inhabitants.  Today 
the  Midwinter  Expo  is  all  but  forgotten,  though  attendance  topped  two  and 
a  quarter  million  people  by  the  time  it  closed  July  9,  1894.  Curiously,  and 
unlike  similar  big  shindigs  of  the  day,  the  United  States  Mint  had  no  exhib¬ 
it  there.  Collectors  would  have  to  order  their  1894  Proof  sets  direct  from  the 
mint  in  Philadelphia.

Charles  E.  Barber  designed  this  quarter  in  1892.  He  was  still  firmly  in  con¬ 
trol  of  the  mint’s  engraving  department  when  this  1899  gem  was  struck  on 
the  Philadelphia  facility’s  proofing  press.  It  was  Barber  along  with  assistant 
engraver  George  T.  Morgan  who  presided  over  America’s  interesting  array  of 
coin  designs  at  the  turn  of  the  20th  century,  now  more  than  a  century  ago, 
time  flies  by  so  fast!

SECOND  RARE 
CSA  RESTRIKE  HALF  DOLLAR 


See  Color  Plates 

2002  1861  Confederate  States  of  America  Restrike  Half  Dollar. 

Breen-8002.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Struck  using  the 
reverse  die  from  the  Confederate  issue.  Undipped  and  attractive, 
with  toning  that  shades  from  russet  brown  to  medium  gray  and 
pewter  color. 

In  1879  coin  dealer  J.  W.  Scott  came  into  possession  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  reverse  die  used  to  strike  the  four  original  1861  Confederate 
Half  Dollars,  at  which  time  an  authentic  1861  -dated  Liberty  Seat¬ 
ed  obverse  was  mated  with  it.  In  1879,  Scott  issued  an  1861  Con¬ 
federate  Half  Dollar  “restrike”  using  genuine  1861-0  New  Orleans 
mint  Seated  Liberty  Half  Dollars  as  his  planchets.  Planing  off  the 
reverse,  he  put  them  in  a  collar  and  stamped  them  with  the  Con¬ 
federate  reverse,  thus  creating  a  coin  similar  to  the  four  original 
Confederate  Half  Dollars.  They  are  easily  differentiated  as  the 
obverse  of  the  coin  was  flattened  during  the  striking  process  on 
Scott’s  pieces,  and  the  edge  reeding,  because  it  was  squeezed  by  the 
plain  collar,  also  shows  flattening. 

The  resulting  restrikes  were  sold  by  subscription,  with  the  issue 
soon  touted  as  being  oversubscribed  (which  it  wasnt).  Numerous 
pieces  remained  unsold  and  it  was  not  until  many  years  later  that 
the  final  coin  left  Scott’s  possession. 

In  the  years  since,  the  1861  Scott  restrike  has  become  a  sought- 
after  treasure,  furnishing  as  it  does  an  roundabout  link  with  the 
Confederacy.  Of  the  500  restruck,  most  survive  today,  although  a 
few  may  have  been  lost. 

The  majority  come  lightly  struck  in  portions  of  the  reverse,  with 
the  Mint  State  63  offered  in  this  lot  sharper  than  average,  much 
sharper  in  fact;  the  obverse  or  seated  Liberty  side  is  always  flat¬ 
tened,  but  varies  in  detail  depending  on  the  quality  of  the  original 
1861-0  Half  Dollar  used  to  do  the  restriking.  Scott  avowed  that 
500  had  been  taken  from  circulation  and  thus  they  were  in  varying 
states  of  wear,  mostly  Extremely  Pine  or  About  Uncirculated  from 
what  we  have  seen.

2003  1861  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  Brown.  Deep  toned  copper  color, 

these  tend  to  be  "bronzed”  —  that  is,  the  surface  was  matte-fin¬ 
ished  at  the  time  of  striking  to  lessen  the  chance  that  corrosion 
would  set  in.  Not  a  whole  lot  is  known  about  the  Confederate  pat¬ 
tern  cent  of  1861,  and  that  derives  from  Captain  John  Haseltine, 
an  early  coin  collector.  During  early  1861,  agents  of  the  Confeder¬ 
ate  government  approached  Philadelphia  die  maker  Robert  Lovett, 
Jr.  proposing  a  contract  coinage  of  cents.  These  were  to  be  of  orig¬ 
inal  design  and  of  copper-nickel,  like  America’s  Indian  cent.  Lovett 
made  a  pair  of  dies  and  struck  a  dozen  specimens.  The  obverse  Lib¬ 
erty  head  derives  from  one  of  his  advertising  pieces  of  1860  while 
the  reverse  wreath  shows  corn,  cotton,  maple,  tobacco,  wheat,  two 
barrels,  and  a  cotton  bale  (the  latter  signed  L).  The  project  never 
went  further  than  the  12  copper-nickel  impressions.  Later,  around 
1874,  Haseltine,  who  had  come  into  possession  of  Lovetts  dies, 
made  a  small  number  of  gold,  silver,  and  copper  impressions,  being 
careful  not  to  include  any  in  the  original  copper-nickel  alloy.  He 
claimed  there  were  gold,  12  silver  and  55  or  so  copper  pieces 
struck.  This  is  one  of  the  55  copper  pieces  from  the  original  Lovett 
dies,  made  before  the  dies  broke  and  were  defaced.  For  a  detailed 
account  of  the  coins  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America,  see  the 
Walter  Breen  encyclopedia,  pp.  665-7.

Clean  surfaces,  nice  original  medium  gray  patina  with  "rubbed  silver”  high- 
lights,  the  natural  condition  of  one  of  these  early  pieces  that  has  never  been 
messed  with  or  cleaned.  Excellent  rims,  there  being  but  a  single  tiny  bump  at 
the  3  o  clock  position  on  the  obverse;  a  few  light  marks,  hardly  noticeable.

This  handwork  pro¬ 
duced  the  individuality  of  each  working  die.  All  of  the  varieties  of  1794  are 
rare  or  very  rare  with  the  exception  of  this  Overton-101,  which  is  nonethe¬ 
less  scarce.  The  two  most  notable  features  are  (a)  star  1  pierces  the  lowest  curl 
and  (b)  berries  arranged  10  left,  1 1  right,  this  being  the  only  reverse  with  21 
berries.

Close  inspection  reveals  a  few  tiny  marks  on  the  reverse  involv¬ 
ing  the  C  in  AMERICA,  and  what  may  be  some  light  graffiti  removal  above 
Liberty’s  head.  Half  Dollars  were  first  coined  at  the  mint  at  Philadelphia  in 
1794.  The  design  with  Liberty’s  hair  streaming  out  behind  her  to  the  left  was 
used  only  on  the  dates  1794  and  1795  and  has  been  assigned  to  Robert  Scot, 
the  mint’s  early  engraver-designer.  In  all  there  were  299,680  1795-dated 
halves  struck  from  a  number  of  die  pairings.

1  he  period  from  1836  to  1839  was  one  of  experimentation  in  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  coins  at  the  United  States  mint  in  Philadelphia.  The  first  steam  press 
was  set  up  and  put  into  operation  in  1836,  bringing  a  revolution  to  the  coin¬ 
ing  process.  In  1836,  Christian  Gobrecht  was  appointed  assistant  to  William 
Kneass,  the  Engraver.  His  design  for  1836  followed  the  obverse  and  reverse 
of  prior  years  closely,  except  that  in  the  space  above  the  eagle’s  head  which 
once  held  a  scroll  inscribed  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  now  is  left  empty.  There 
were  approximately  1 ,200  Half  Dollars  minted  with  the  new  steam  press,  all 
have  reeded  edges.  (Until  this  time  the  edges  were  lettered  in  a  separate 
process  before  striking.)

An  attractive  specimen,  well  proportioned  and  original  toned,  the  surface  has 
dappled  medium  gray  to  deeper  antique  silver  patina  on  either  side,  some  iri¬ 
descent  blue  around  the  obverse  periphery  and  beautiful  reddish  gold  with 
some  blue  for  the  reverse. 

The  mid-  and  later-1830s  were  times  of  many  brief  design  experiments  for 
most  U.S.  coin  denominations.  Between  1835  and  1839,  no  less  than  seven 
heads  were  introduced  on  cents,  three  types  each  on  half  dimes  and  dimes, 
four  types  on  quarters,  six  on  half  dollars,  five  on  quarter  eagles,  and  at  least 
five  on  half  eagles.  Little  or  no  explanation  reached  the  Mint  files  in  the 
National  Archives  to  help  researches  in  their  work  of  sorting  things  into 
workable  categories;  obscure  technical  reasons  doubtless  explained  some  of 
these  changes,  equally  obscure  aesthetic  considerations  presumably  dictated 
the  rest.  In  particular,  there  is  no  immediate  answer  to  why  the  eagle  was 
redrawn  for  the  1838-39  half-dollar  reverses  The  shift  from  50  CENTS  to 
HALF  DOL.  was  presumably  for  uniformity  with  the  quarter  dollar  and  sil¬ 
ver  dollar  since  it  would  continue  on  the  new  seated  Liberty  coins  made  in 
the  latter  half  of  1839.

63.  Pleasantly  toned  on  both  sides,  the  color  is  evenly  spread  as  it  blends 
from  natural  old-silver  patina  to  russet  and  areas  that  are  shimmering  with 
steel  blue  radiance.  Liberty’s  hair  where  it  meets  the  shoulder  is  marginally 
flat,  as  is  the  eagle’s  left  leg  and  claw  along  with  the  nearby  top  arrow  feath¬ 
er.

The  first  obverse  dies  show  no  extra  drapery  at  the  crook  of  Liberty  s 
elbow;  later  seated  half  dollar  dies  through  1891  have  a  small  extra  patch 
below  it.  This  is  nothing  like  the  bulky  cloak  on  the  Robert  Ball  Hughes 
version  found  on  dollars  and  smaller  silver  1840-91.  Only  on  half  dollars 
does  the  original  Sully-Gobrecht  design  continue  (admittedly  with 
redrawn  Reich  eagles  rather  than  the  Peale-Gobrecht  flying  eagle  of  the 
1836  39  dollars).  Nor  is  it  coincidence  that  the  half  dollars  are  the  only 
denomination  thereafter  to  come  generally  well  struck.  Coins  from  the 
1839  “no  drapery”  dies  went  into  circulation  early  and  stayed  there; 
mint-state  survivors  were  until  recent  years  so  rare  that  their  existence  was 
controversial,  but  today  perhaps  a  dozen  or  two  qualify  at  that  level  plus 
three  proofs.

2032  1840  Small  Letters.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Of  the  two  letter  sizes 

this  year,  those  having  small  letters  are  more  commonly  seen,  though  still 
scarce  in  Uncirculated  condition.  The  present  offering  has  deep  purple-gray 
to  blue  toning  that  envelopes  both  sides  in  its  warm  embrace.  Spot-free  and 
well  preserved,  the  coin  also  boasts  outstanding  detail  on  all  stars,  on  Liber¬ 
ty  and  the  eagle,  rims,  rim  denticles  and  legends.  It  is  a  very  choice  specimen, 
one  any  collector  would  be  proud  to  own.

2033  1841-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Here  too  we  see  the  consignor’s  atten¬ 

tion  to  small  details,  with  a  coin  whose  every  device  is  sharply  struck  and  one 
that  has  acquired  beautiful  original  toning.  The  color  shades  from  gold  to 
rose  with  some  blue  at  the  extreme  edges  on  either  side.  Luster  is  present 
everywhere  including  the  highest  portions  of  the  design  where  friction  can 
often  occur.  A  few  tiny  contact  marks  in  the  field  account  for  the  modest 
grade,  which,  when  held  at  arms  length,  seems  far  too  modest  for  a  coin  with 
this  type  of  shimmering  luster  and  detail.

2034  1842  Medium  Date.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  One  of  a  mere  four 

specimens  in  this  grade  according  to  rhe  most  recent  figures  provided  us  by 
PCGS  and  NGC.  This  coin  would  make  an  immediate  hit  in  any  numis¬ 
matic  discussion  group  because  of  its  snowy  white  frost  and  absence  of  ton¬ 
ing.  Bright  as  a  Walker  (that  is,  a  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar,  a  good  com¬ 
parison  coin  since  they  usually  come  out  of  a  roll  with  this  sort  of  blazing  lus¬ 
ter),  bold  and  fresh,  appealing  to  the  critical  eye.  The  date  shows  recutting  on 
the  8,  4  and  2  where  it  is  described  in  Breen  as  having  several  varieties  (Breen- 
476 1 ).  Mintage  this  year  was  just  shy  of  two  million,  but  as  everyone  knows 
most  ot  these  circulated.  Mint  States  are  few  and  far  between,  gems  rarer  still, 
as  shown  by  the  grading  numbers.  (PCGS  holder  10009180)

2035  1842  Large  Date.  Breen-4760.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Less  rare  vari¬ 

ety  but  by  no  means  easily  found  in  this  sterling  condition:  deep  lavender- 
gray  and  blue  toning  with  a  little  golden  dab  here  or  there  plus  subtle  other 
colors  that  give  it  a  wonderful  appearance.  Sharply  struck  as  are  most  of  this 
consignors  handsome  seated  coins,  well  reserved  from  the  elements  and  con¬ 
servatively  graded  by  the  service.

opinion.  This  specimen  is  one  of  those  hand-picked  select  coins  that  seem  to 
attract  all  of  the  attention.  It  has  sharp  devices,  a  wealth  of  detail  to  enjoy 
under  magnification,  and  is  bless  with  medium  antique-silver  toning  on 
either  side,  a  combination  of  natural  grays  and  russet  gold.

203  1844  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Deep  lavender-gray  with  blue  irides¬ 

cence,  a  coin  that  exhibits  very  bold  relief.  From  the  tiny  needle-point  stars 
to  Liberty’s  hair,  sandal  and  drapery  folds  it  offers  remarkable  detail.  Put  a 
glass  to  it  anywhere  and  you  will  be  delighted  with  what  you  see.  The  mint 
during  this  period  produced  some  of  the  most  attractive  coins.  Their  subject 
matter  was  typically  allegorical,  their  craftsmanship  first-rate,  and,  in  this 
instance,  the  strike  quality  is  beyond  reproach.  It  almost  ranks  near  a  Proof 
for  sharpness!  (In  fact,  the  fields  are  semiprooflike  on  either  side.)

Square  rims  with  deeply  impressed  denticles  on  either 
side  act  as  frames  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  central  devices. 
Original  toning  covers  all,  sleek  and  beautiful  it  ranges  over  the 
usual  “antique  silver”  spectrum  of  blue  and  purple,  sunset  red  to 
gold,  with  shimmering  iridescence  amply  distributed  by  the  loving 
hand  of  Nature.  A  first-rate  gem;  a  joy  to  behold.

Truly  handsome  is  our  word  for 
it.  And  we  see  by  NGC’s  grade  they  have  graded  it  conservatively,  this  may 
be  returned  sometime  in  the  future  for  possible  upgrade.

2041  1852  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Only  two  coins  certified  in  Mint  State 

65.  A  stunning  coin,  brilliant  and  white,  with  gem  quality  surface  and  a  bold 
strike  including  most  stars  around  Liberty.  Some  parallel  lines  on  either  side 
of  the  seated  figure  appear  to  be  die  striation  lines  created  at  the  time  the 
mint  technician  was  polishing  the  obverse  die.  The  reverse  has  a  blast  of 
snowy  white  frost.  (NGC  holder  1633242-002) 

Issues  remained  fairly  large  until  1850  in  the  seated  Liberty  halt  dollar  series. 
The  Mint’s  principal  output  in  this  period  continued  to  consist  of  cents,  half 
dollars,  and  half  eagles,  as  explained  in  the  Breen  encyclopedia.  However,  dis¬ 
covery  of  gold  in  California  sent  world  market  prices  down  in  terms  of  silver, 
“which  trend  was  experienced  in  the  East  as  a  sharp  rise  in  silver  bullion 
prices  reckoned  in  gold  dollars.  Eventually  (1851-53)  bullion  dealers  bought 
up  most  of  the  Mint’s  output  of  larger  silver  coins  for  shipment  to  the  West 
Indies  and  Latin  America,  partly  as  coins,  largely  as  ingots  made  by  melting 
the  coins:  They  had  become  worth  more  than  face  value  as  bulk  silver.  Less 
silver  went  to  the  mints  for  coinage;  survivors  remain  very  scarce,  especially 
near  mint  state.” 


And  the  rest,  as  they  say,  is  history!  Watch  the  price  action  on  this  1852.

18S3  Arrows  and  Rays.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  A  coin  from  an  old-time  collection  whose  superiority  is  obvious  at  first  glance  and  even  more  stunning 
upon  close-up  examination.  To  begin,  this,  as  the  heading  reveals,  has  toning.  Both  sides,  in  fact,  are  exquisitely  toned.  Upon  a  base  of '  antique  silver”  there  shine 
forth  subtle  nuances  of  color  ranging  from  dusky  sunset  reds  and  golds  to  heather  brown  and  blue.  Some  of  the  blue  blends  into  steely  blue  iridescence  which  is 
very  attractive  and  a  hallmark  of  old  collection  pieces. 


As  if  the  toning  on  this  important  one  year  Type  coin  werent  enough  to  set  your  vision  expanding,  then  the  strike  and  luster  characteristics  should  complete  the 
picture.  For  this  has  to  be  one  ol  the  sharpest  Arrows  and  Rays  strikes  around  in  its  grade.  Full  head,  gown,  shield,  and  sandal  foot  on  Liberty,  most  stars  bold 
except  the  three  or  four  just  to  the  left  of  where  Liberty  is  gazing  off  into  the  distance,  these  are  slightly  rounded  but  in  no  fashion  weak.  The  luster  spans  the 
obverse,  rich  and  frosted  with  almost  no  luster  breaks  in  the  form  of  tiny  bagmarks,  just  a  few  here  and  there.  Light  die  clash  marks  are  evident  at  the  elbow,  and 
we  will  shortly  describe  the  reverse  clash  marks  as  well.  So  combined,  the  toning,  the  luster,  and  the  boldness  all  bespeak  of  a  hand-selected  gem. 

The  reverse  is  similarly  well  struck  and  blessed  with  abundant  frosty  luster.  For  the  first  time  with  the  1853  issue,  rays  appear  above  the  eagle,  to  his  side,  and 
below  the  tail  in  a  form  of  a  glory  —  the  effect  making  it  look  as  though  the  sun  is  shining  from  behind.  The  rays  were  added  in  1853  to  signifying  compli¬ 
ance  with  the  Coinage  Act  of  1853  which  reduced  the  coins  weight  slightly  in  order  to  improve  its  serviceability  in  commerce.  All  rays  are  needle-sharp.  The 
eagle,  with  its  shield-upon-breast  motif,  is  similarly  bold.  This  includes  the  neck  feathers  which  are  sometimes  poorly  formed,  as  well  as  full  clawed  feet,  another 
area  that  is  seldom  found  so  sharp.  All  lettering  in  the  legends  as  well  as  rim  dentils  are  crisp.  Indications  of  die  clashing  are  evident  within  the  shield  stripes.  The 
same  multihued  toning  graces  both  sides  in  an  even,  balanced,  and  quite  gorgeous  fashion! 


For  the  connoisseur  of  America’s  19th  century  seated  coins,  this  lovely  gem  1853  Arrows  and  Rays  has  to  be  a  highpoint  in  the  sale.  We  advise  a  hefty  bid  to 
insure  this  coin  finds  a  place  in  your  collection. 


. Estimate  $12500-$  16500 

Because  the  quantities  of  gold  exported  from  California  during  the  gold  rush  lowered  the  price  of  bullion  reckoned  in  silver,  in  effect  forcing  up  the  price  of 
silver  reckoned  in  gold  dollars,  bullion  houses  began  melting  silver  coins  as  worth  more  than  face  value.  Silver  vanished  from  circulation;  little  reached  the  Mint 
for  coinage,  and  there  was  nothing  between  the  cent  and  the  gold  dollar  in  circulation  aside  from  irredeemable  private  scrip.  Issue  of  billon  3c  coins  in  1851 
helped  only  a  little.  Something  had  to  be  done,  and  quickly. 


Mint  Director  George  N.  Eckert  proposed  to  Congress  that  weights  of  silver  coins  (except,  the  dollar)  be  lowered  to  a  point  at  which  melting  would  no  longer 
be  profitable.  Congress  did  not  understand  why  this  would  work,  but  passed  his  proposal  nevertheless;  it  became  the  Act  of  Feb.  21,  1853.  Henceforth  half  dol¬ 
lars  would  weigh  192  grains  =  12.44  grams,  compared  with  their  former  206.25  =  13.36  grams. 


A  distinguishing  feature  on  the  coins  appeared  necessary,  despite  lack  of  time  to  prepare  and  obtain  approval  of  new  designs.  Eckert  therefore  ordered  addition 
of  arrows  flanking  the  date  and  rays  surrounding  the  eagle  on  all  standard  silver  coins  below  the  dollar.

204  1  1853  Arrows  and  Rays.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Following  closely  the  Mint  State  65  just  offered,  this  too  has  splendid  original  toning  and  an  abundance  of  frost. 

1  he  luster  is  pretty  much  everywhere  including  the  important  high  points  of  knee  and  breast,  wing  edge  and  legs.  There  is  some  minor  die  clashing  evident  at  the  elbow 
and  also  on  the  reverse  to  either  side  of  the  eagle.  Choice  quality  throughout;  original,  undipped  splendor.  Well  worth  examining  for  a  possible  bid.

2044  1854  Arrows.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Once  the  “rays”  portion  of  the 

Arrows  and  Rays  1853  half  dollars  was  seen  to  be  superfluous  (and  detri¬ 
mental  to  die  life)  the  mint  removed  them  from  the  reverses  in  1854  and 
1855,  leaving  the  two  arrows  at  the  side  of  the  date  so  signify  these  pieces  as 
falling  under  then  new  192-grain  weight  standard.  The  present  offering  is 
supremely  beautiful,  bathed  as  it  is  in  satiny  frost.  From  center  to  periphery, 
high  points  to  low,  throughout  the  design  and  spreading  across  the  open 
field,  it  glows  with  uncommon  originality.  A  slight  amount  of  toning  has 
enveloped  the  obverse  and  reverse,  like  the  early  morning  mist,  but  leaving 
the  serene  beauty  of  the  design  and  shimmering  luster  plain  for  all  to  see.  The 
stars  are  full  and  sharp,  as  is  Liberty’s  hair,  her  gown,  the  foot  and  sandal 
straps;  the  shield  she  is  supporting  jumps  out  in  bold  relief  when  viewed 
under  a  magnifier  —  which  we  encourage  all  attendees  to  the  sale  to  do.  In 
fact,  view  every  one  of  these  remarkable  seated  halves  and  seated  quarter  and 
you  will  realize  what  a  challenge  it  was  for  our  consignor  to  assemble  this  col¬ 
lection.

2045  1854-0  Arrows.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Those  who  would  like  to 

own  one  of  these  handsome  “Arrows”  pieces,  and  would  prefer  something 
from  a  branch  mint,  should  seriously  consider  this  boldly  struck,  majestical¬ 
ly  toned  1854-0.  It’s  color  resonates  with  iridescence,  blues,  reds  and  golds, 
some  magenta  to  purple,  and  all  on  a  smooth  antique  silver  base.  As  the  grade 
makes  plain,  the  surfaces  are  in  pristine  gem  state  of  preservation,  fully  frosty, 
free  from  all  but  a  random  bagmark  or  two.  The  plain  fact  is,  beneath  the 
warm  blend  of  colors  the  luster  shines  with  incredible  freshness  and  original¬ 
ity. 

Explaining  the  change  that  occurred  in  1854,  the  Breen  encyclopedia  writes: 
“The  incoming  Mint  Director,  Col.  James  Ross  Snowden,  ordered  that 
henceforth  quarters  and  half  dollars  should  be  issued  without  rays  around 
eagle,  though  continuing  to  show  arrows  at  dates.  His  reasons  are  likely  to 
have  included  saving  additional  cost  and  time  in  die  sinking,  and  increasing 
die  life,  which  had  sunk  to  about  1/3  of  its  usual  level  on  coins  with  rays.”

2046  1854-0  Arrows.  Doubling  at  Date.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  sec¬ 

ond  outstanding  specimen  that  is  also  richly  toned  (deep  champagne  to  rus¬ 
set  on  a  dappled  gray  “old-silver”  base.  Though  not  quite  as  superb  as  the 
Mint  State  65  we  offer  of  this  issue,  the  qualifications  for  Mint  State  63  are 
still  stringent  enough  to  be  revealed  in  its  crisp  detail,  sleek  frostiness,  and 
unsullied  originality.  Most  of  the  stars,  along  with  the  date  numerals  show 
minor  “ghosting  ”,  possibly  the  result  of  the  hubbing  process  when  a  working 
die  is  produced  by  means  of  several  high-pressure  blows  from  a  Master  Die. 
This  effect  is  also  referred  to  as  “halos”  —  see  p.  1 08  of  The  Complete  Guide 
to  Liberty  Seated  Half  Dollars  by  Randy  Wiley  and  Bill  Bugert  for  further 
explanation.

2047  1855-0  Arrows.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Were  you  outbid  on  the 

prior  1854-0  Arrows  half  dollar  in  this  grade,  or  should  you  merely  wish  to 
have  one  sporting  the  double-nickel  digits  in  the  date,  then  cast  your  gaze 
upon  this  supremely  beautiful  gem  toned  Uncirculated  1855-0.  It  has  every¬ 
thing:  boldness  of  strike,  undiminished  luster,  fresh,  original  toning,  and 
high  numerical  grade.  For  starters,  all  of  Liberty,  her  gown,  sandal,  the  shield 
at  her  side  and  the  stars  overhead  are  well  struck  and  finely  detailed.  Minor 
dimpling  on  her  body  may  point  to  the  way  the  die  was  prepared  at  the  mint, 
or  it  may  be  the  result  of  rust  pits  from  the  die.  The  reverse,  like  the  superi¬ 
or  obverse,  is  bold  throughout.  We  have  rarely  seen  a  better  looking  eagle, 
claws,  branch  and  arrows  included,  on  a  half  dollar  of  this  vintage.  Again,  the 
whole  surface  is  nicely  toned,  though  not  too  heavily,  which  allows  the 
underlying  luster  to  glisten  and  tweak  your  eye! 

In  1855,  Mint  Director  Snowden  decided  that  thereafter  too  little  old-tenor 
silver  was  likely  to  be  brought  in  for  recoinage,  so  that  any  distinguishing 
marks  would  be  superfluous.  Effective  January  1,  1856,  there  would  no 
longer  be  arrows  at  dates,  though  the  coins  would  continue  at  the  1853 
weight  standard  of  192  grains.  The  New  Orleans  mint  was  at  the  height  of 
its  trajectory  when  this  fifty  cent  piece  was  coined,  providing  a  wide  swath  of 
the  southern  part  of  the  Union  with  its  issues  of  half  dimes  through  gold 
double  eagles.

-'U8  1856-0  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Following  removal  of  the  arrows  at 

the  date,  half  dollar  production  continued  at  the  mint  at  New  Orleans  when 
2,658,000  pieces  were  made  dated  1856.  Of  this  number,  nearly  the  entire 
mintage  was  soon  absorbed  into  circulation.  The  need  for  change  making  was 
intense  at  this  period,  a  time  of  booming  commerce  and  expanding  agricul¬ 
ture.  Now  and  then  a  choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  1856-0  crosses  the  auc¬ 
tion  block,  but  gems  are  much  scarcer,  much  less  often  seen.  We  are  pleased 
to  present  a  first-rate  Mint  State  65  example  with  the  same  type  of  beautiful 
original  toning  found  on  many  from  this  collection  of  seated  half  dollars  and 
quarters.  Magnification  reveals  only  a  few  tiny  tick  marks,  on  Liberty’s  cheek 
there  are  a  couple,  while  a  single  one  can  be  made  out  near  her  elbow  on  the 
limb  that  holds  the  liberty  cap  on  a  staff.  Both  shields  are  sharply  impressed; 
the  eagles  feathers  and  claws  complete  and  bold;  the  rims  outstanding  for 
this  issue  with  full  denticle  separation  and  no  injury  in  the  form  of  nicks  or 
bruises.

This  example  shows  a  tiny  bit  of  recutting  on  the  6  of  the  date,  with  por¬ 
tions  of  a  lower  numeral  jutting  out  at  the  base.

185  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Superb  by  any  definition  you 
choose  to  use,  whether  this  encompasses  the  luster,  the  surface 
integrity  or  the  delightful  toning.  We  begin  with  the  toning  since 
it  is  remarkable  for  its  fresh  look  and  originality.  The  color  really 
grabs  your  attention  inasmuch  as  it  includes  some  pale  champagne 
^old  to  steel-like  blue  iridescence  on  a  foundation  of  neutral  tone 
antique  silver  .  This  has  ‘  the  look  that  every  experienced  collec¬ 
tor  &  numismatist  strives  for  when  building  a  coin  collection. 
Indications  are  that  it  has  been  stored  more  carefully  than  most 
seated  half  dollars  of  its  vintage,  stored  we  are  sure  from  the  very 
day  it  was  issued  by  a  bank.  Only  Liberty  s  forehead  and  two  near¬ 
by  stars  are  weak,  along  with  the  eagle’s  left  claw  and  leg  feathers; 
in  other  areas  the  design  is  undeniably  crisp  with  detail.  The  large 
digits  comprising  the  date  are  believed  by  the  Breen  encyclopedia 
author  to  be  from  a  logotype  meant  for  the  large  cent  of  1857.  (Per¬ 
fect  date  on  this  specimen;  there  is  another  die  that  has  wildly  off¬ 
set  recutting  into  the  base  of  the  rock.) 

. Estimate  $7000-$9000 


2050  1857  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Exquisite  toned  surfaces  on  either  side, 

a  base  of  antique  silver  whose  subtleties  include  champagne  gold,  iridescent 
steel  and  blue.  Three  stars  and  the  forehead  on  Liberty  are  all  that  are  weak¬ 
ly  struck  on  the  obverse;  elsewhere  the  design  is  crisp  and  bold;  for  the 
reverse,  the  area  lying  opposite  Liberty’s  head  (claws  and  branch)  show  minor 
flattening  in  the  strike,  but  only  slightly,  while  everyplace  else  the  design  is 
nice  with  detail.  A  gem,  in  other  words,  and  a  handsome  appearing  coin.

-051  1862-S  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  In  the  1850s,  coinage  predominates 

with  the  coins  from  New  Orleans  mint;  now,  in  the  1860s,  San  Francisco’s 
production  comes  to  the  fore  with  well-struck  renditions  now  and  then  avail¬ 
able,  but  most  of  these  tend  to  be  dipped  or  far  commoner,  harshly  cleaned 
by  former  owners.  We  are  proud  to  offer  a  first-rate,  original  toned  64-qual¬ 
ity  1 862-S  in  this  lot.  7  he  coin  has  warm  heather  gold  toning  along  with  pale 
antique  gray.  Nowhere  can  we  find  anything  even  approaching  weakness  in 
the  strike;  on  the  contrary,  the  entire  device  from  stars  and  date.  Liberty  with 
shield,  legends  and  mintmark,  to  the  eagle,  the  branch  and  the  arrows  —  all 
are  very  sharp!  Examined  under  a  lens,  this  coin’s  beauty  and  design  leaps  out 
at  you.  It  is  genuinely  pleasing  to  the  long-time  numismatist  who  has  seen 
many  others  that,  while  touted  as  gems,  come  nowhere  near  this  coin’s  pris¬ 
tine  condition.

New  hubs  were  made  for  the  silver  denominations  in  1858-61.  Howev¬ 
er,  S-Mint  half  dollars  as  late  as  1864  uniformly  are  from  the  old  hub,  as 
this  branch  mint  used  leftover  reverses  from  1856-58.  This  was  official 
policy,  partly  for  economy,  partly  to  minimize  risk  in  sending  working 
dies.  Overland  shipments  were  the  easy  prey  of  stagecoach  theft  as  the 
dies  could  readily  be  sold  to  counterfeiters;  ships’  cargoes  via  Cape  Horn 
were  vulnerable  to  rust  from  salt  spray  and  bilge  water,  or  to  shipwreck. 


2052  1863  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Brilliant  white  frostiness  is  a  hallmark  of 

this  well  struck,  well  preserved  1863,  a  coin  that  was  issued  during  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  American  War  Between  the  States  and  towards  the  tail-end  of  the 
No  Motto  period.  Philadelphia  Mint  issues  1863-5  in  uncirculated  grades  are 
very  scarce  since  a  large  portion  of  the  mintage  was  exported  to  Latin  Amer¬ 
ica.  Only  503,200  business  strikes  made,  this  piece  from  the  obverse  die  that 
has  a  “closed”  6  (knob  of  6  touches  loop).

2054  1864  NGC  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  AMAZINGLY  pretty  much  sums  up  this  1864  fifty-cent  piece.  Tops  in  its  class,  this  is  one  of  only  2  NGC-graded 

Mint  State  67s,  with  2  others  encapsulated  by  PCGS.  Imagine  perfection,  imagine  beauty  beyond  description,  and  you  have  this  rare  seated  half  dollar  coin!  It’s 
fields  and  devices  are  satiny  smooth.  They  are  bathed  in  luster  so  smooth,  vibrant  and  shimmering  that  it  looks  as  if  it  is  about  to  spill  over  the  rims!  The  con¬ 
signor  who  gave  us  this  lot  to  sell  for  him  has  an  eye  for  perfection,  that  is  plain  to  see.  And  he  had  a  drive  to  acquire  beautiful  seated  coinage,  as  this  coin  and 
others  in  the  sale  attest  to. 

Everything  about  the  1864  being  offered  in  this  lot  spells  “winner”  —  the  strike  is  100%.  Stars  on  obverse,  hair  on  Liberty,  her  gown  which  gently  cloaks  her 
supple  form  (and  no  we  are  not  waxing  eloquent  about  an  allegorical  females  body,  the  coin  is  simply  gorgeous);  the  shield  being  supported  with  Libertys  hand 
is  testimony  to  the  bold  strike  it  received  from  the  dies.  On  the  reverse,  as  the  picture  shows  but  as  only  close  inspection  can  detail,  every  aspect  of  the  design  is 
incredible  to  see.  And  all  of  this  shimmering  with  brilliant  silvery  luster.  There  is  a  narrow  band  of  golden  russet  color  at  the  rim,  gradating  to  silvery  brightness 
as  it  leaves  that  region  and  works  its  way  inwards.  For  those  who  keep  accounts  of  such  things  we  list  the  NGC  holder  number,  2016467-010.  Again,  one  of  only 
4  so-certified,  there  are  none  finer.

“During  1858-61,  Longacre  created  new  hubs  for  all  silver  denominations.  The  old  half-dollar  reverse  (“Type  I,  1842-58),  like  those  of  quarter  dollars  and 
quarter  eagles,  shows  long  closed  claws  and  large  arrowheads;  upper  serifs  of  LF  nearly  touch.  The  “Type  II  reverse  (possibly  completed  with  Anthony  C. 
Paquet’s  assistance)  has  shorter  open  claws,  smaller  arrowheads  spaced  apart,  and  the  upper  serif  of  L  is  shorter  and  distant  from  F.  Other  modifications  are  very 
minor,  but  the  whole  effect  is  to  increase  apparent  lightness  and  delicacy  of  the  composition.  Philadelphia  coins  1859-65  are  mostly  from  the  new  reverse  hub, 
leftover  old  hub  dies  may  exist  on  coins  dated  1860  and  later,  but  any  survivors  would  be  Ex.  rare."  [Breen  encyclopedia,  pp.400-401]

2055  1864  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Decidedly  superior  to  just  about  any  1864  business  strike  that  comes  around,  this  has  outstanding  depth  in  its  strike  on  Liberty  as  well 

as  the  eagle  side.  Indeed,  even  Libertys  sandal-clad  foot  shows  the  straps  holding  the  foot  covering  in  place!  Stars  are  all  full  if  not  exactly  bold,  while  the  shields  are  splen¬ 
did  to  examine  under  a  magnifying  glass  and  the  eagle’s  feathers  nicely  delineated.

Put  on  your  sun  shades  before  viewing  this 
dazzling  white  specimen  for  if  you  don’t  you’ll  be  left  with  snow 
blindness  for  hours  afterwards!  The  coin  is  the  epitome  of  perfec¬ 
tion  in  a  San  Francisco  Mint  seated  half  dollar.

was  mostly  comprised  of  toned  seated  half  dollars,  the  gentleman  who  owns 
these  also  acquired  several  first-rate  brilliant  specimens.  The  1866  With 
Motto  offered  at  the  present  time  is  a  really  sharp,  gleaming  gem,  as  brilliant 
as  any  “brilliant  Uncirculated”  1866  can  imaginably  be!  Here  and  there  we 
find  a  bagmark  including  several  small  ones  on  Liberty  and  a  little  chatter- 
mark  below  IC  in  AMERICA  on  the  reverse.  The  numerical  grade  speaks  for 
itself  on  this,  the  first  year  of  issue  with  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  a  scroll 
above  the  eagle. 

Nothing  brings  together  the  citizens  of  a  nation  better  than  a  crisis  shared  in 
common.  The  American  Civil  War,  which  ended  the  year  before  this  coin  was 
struck,  had  tom  the  country  asunder.  Northern  policy  makers,  realizing  this, 
bethought  themselves  a  tried-and-true  way  for  helping  instill  courage  in  an 
apprehensive  public:  a  national  coin  motto  was  devised  and,  beginning  in 
1864,  put  on  our  coinage.  It  was  not  until  1866,  however,  that  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint  (which  makes  dies  for  the  branch  mints  as  well  as  for  its  own  use) 
found  time  to  include  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  silver  issues  like 
this  half  dollar.  From  then  on,  America’s  motto  never  failed  to  be  seen  on 
work-a-day  pieces.

V87/  5  ffr°TS'  NGC  graded  Mm,t  ?tate  65-  °ne  of  the  least  known  condidon  rarities  in  the  series,  1873 -S  Arrows  is  something  of  a  sleeper  coin  often  over- 
shadowed  by  the  commoner  1873  Philadelphia  with  arrows  com  and  lost  in  the  trumpeting  over  the  1873-CC  rarities.  As  of  January  2002  there  are  only  3  cer¬ 
tified  in  Mint  State  65,  with  none  higher.  For  this  grade  you  get  a  superlative  coin,  one  whose  surfaces  are  fabulously  smooth  and  satiny.  The  pristine  luster 'is  over¬ 
laid  by  original  toning  light  to  medium,  hazy  lavender  gray  to  gold  with  some  blue.  Tied  as  it  is  with  only  two  others  in  its  class,  the  coin  is  sure  to  realize  a  very 
strong  premium  in  today  active  coin  market  for  rarities.  It  may  even  shatter  all  prior  records  for  this  date.  (Serial  #2016478-006)

Note:  1873  Half  Dollars  were  released  from  San  Francisco  Mint  in  the  arrows  style  only.  “The  ‘phantom’  1873-S  no  arrows,”  according  to  researcher  Bowers, 
has  been  a  real  mystery  coin  since  Beistle  [an  early  die  variety  specialist]  listed  one  in  his  half  dollar  treatise,  but  the  coin  has  never  turned  up.  Harry  X  Boosel 
[another  possessed  variety  buff]  was  able  to  find  out  that  the  San  Francisco  Mint  struck  1873  no  arrows  half  dollars  in  February  1873  (along  with  that  other 
phantom  coin,  the  18T3-S  seated  dollar).  On  March  5,  one  of  the  coins  was  sent  to  Philadelphia  for  assay  purposes.  The  rest  were  not  released  before  the  April 
1  changeover  to  the  arrows  coinage.  After  this  date  they  could  no  longer  be  legally  issued,  since  the  weight  was  contrary  to  that  in  the  new  Mint  Act,  and  all 
were  presumably  melted,  along  with  all  of  the  1873-S  silver  dollars.

2063  1874  Arrows.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Beautiful  prooflike 

radiance  from  the  surface  on  both  sides,  with  fields  supremely 
bright  and  flashy.  The  devices,  similar  to  those  on  a  Proof,  come 
satiny.  In  doing  so,  they  give  the  coin  something  of  a  two-tone 
effect,  almost  cameo  contrast.  Even  were  this  a  commoner  date 
such  as  1875  or  1876  or  1877  it  would  draw  a  lot  of  attention.  But 
especially  is  its  condition  favorable  because  it  has  two  small  arrows 
at  the  side  of  the  date.

We  might  mention  that  the  inflation  of  the  Civil  War  still  had  not 
worked  its  way  out  of  the  economy  by  the  time  this  half  dollar  was 
struck.  In  fact,  America  experienced  a  sharp  business  setback  in 
1 873-7,  with  many  who  lived  both  saying  it  was  far  more  disrup¬ 
tive  than  the  famous  contraction  of  1929-33.  Congress  found  it 
had  once  again  to  adjust  the  silver  content  of  our  coinage  in  order 
to  retain  the  desired  balance  between  gold  and  silver,  thus  keeping 
both  metals  at  par  (100%)  required  periodic  adjustment  under  a 
bi-metallic  system  as  prevailed  in  1874.  As  one  can  see,  mintage  of 
halves  increased  dramatically  after  this  coin  was  struck,  thereby 
effecting  the  return  of  small  change  to  circulation  during  the 
Reconstruction  period.

that  seems  like  it  has  just  come  fresh  off  the  dies  —  exquisite  white 
frostiness  everywhere,  sans  toning,  free  from  injury  or  spots.  If  this 
is  the  quality  you  like,  this  is  the  coin  you  have  been  looking  for, 
this  is  one  of  the  scarce  dates  from  the  1 879-90  sequence  wherein 
the  mint  reduced  coinage  totals  to  mere  shadows  of  their  former 
numbers.  For  1888,  as  an  example,  there  were  only  twelve  thou¬ 
sand  business  strikes  and  eight  hundred  Proofs.

quarter  dollar  phenomenon.  But  880  was  the  limited  number  of  Proof  1895 
halt  dollars  minted;  ot  those,  as  anyone  can  tell  you,  there  are  possibly  fewer 
than  100  Gems  remaining,  coins  that  grade  Proof  65  or  higher  by  the  strict 
standards  adhering  today.

It  is  only  with  the  inflationary  policies  that 
President  Franklin  Roosevelt  initiated  in  1934  that  we  see  an  increase  in  pro¬ 
duction  of  the  mesmerizing  Walking  Liberty  half.

Hawaii  was  ruled  until  1893  by 
kings  and  queens  before  a  bloodless  coup  overthrew  the  monarchy  and  estab¬ 
lished  a  Provisional  government  in  its  place.  This  is  the  only  copper  coin 
issued  by  the  Kingdom,  though  there  were  several  copper  tokens  privately 
made  and  circulated  by  certain  merchants.  In  all,  100,000  were  coined  in 
Boston,  but  by  1862  the  number  outstanding  had  been  reduced  to  approxi¬ 
mately  11,000  according  to  Hawaii  State  Archives  records.  The  portrait  is 
King  Kamehameha  III  “KA  MOI”  meaning  The  King.  On  the  reverse,  the 
denomination  HAPA  HANERI  was  misspelled;  it  should  have  been 
HANELI,  there  being  no  “R”  in  the  Hawaiian  alphabet.  Kamehameha  III 
reigned  from  1824  until  his  death  in  1854.  The  copper  Cents  from  his  reign 
could  still  be  found  in  circulation  as  late  as  the  1880s.

King  Kalakaua’s  coinage  was  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  mint  from  dies  pre¬ 
pared  by  Charles  E.  Barber  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Kalakaua  ordered  $1 
million  face  value  in  silver  coins,  all  of  which  bear  the  date  1883.  A  large  per¬ 
centage  of  the  issue  was  later  melted.  The  quarters  are  the  most  plentiful  issue 
in  baggy  Uncirculated  condition,  but  are  very  elusive  in  this  grade,  very  elu¬ 
sive  indeed!

In  the  denomination,  HAPAHA 
means  “part  of  a  quarter”  or  one-quarter  (of  a  dollar).

King  Kalakaua  reigned  from  1874  until  his  death  in  1891.  His  rule 
was  benign,  if  somewhat  controversial  in  its  spendthrift  way. 
Kalakaua  spent  many  happy  hours  in  his  boathouse  near  the  palace, 
gambling,  drinking,  and  composing  stories  (which  after  his  death 
were  published  in  a  fine  volume).  He  was  also  a  proficient  song¬ 
writer.  His  “Hawaii  Po’noi"  has  been  adopted  as  the  Hawaii  State 
song  and  is  sung  every  Friday  at  noon  at  the  gazebo  on  the  Palace 
grounds  in  downtown  Honolulu.

_IUl)  1883  Silver  Dollar.  1883.  King  Kalakaua  I.  NGC  graded  Mint 
State  65.  Superb!  We  prefer  to  reserve  our  italicized  superb!  desig¬ 
nation  for  Mint  State  67  and  higher  quality,  but  in  this  instance  we 
think  you  will  agree  the  lot  being  offered  deserves  special  mention. 
For  without  mincing  words  this  is  one  of  the  handsomest  dollars 
from  the  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  we  have  ever  offered.  Most  collectors 
never  get  a  chance  to  see  even  a  single  Uncirculated  version  of  King 
Kalakauas  crown  of  the  world,  his  dollar-size  denomination.  Yes, 
there  were  500,000  minted;  but  of  those,  only  about  45,000 
escaped  melting.  And  nearly  all  the  ones  in  existence  show  some 
signs  of  wear  or  circulation  handling.  The  Hawaiian  dollar  in  this 
lot  has  beautiful  multicolor  toning  on  both  sides.  It  has  a  bold, 
100%  full  strike.  It  has  sleek  cartwheel  like  luster,  which  spins 
and  dances  around  the  surface  when  the  coin  is  tilted  under  direct 
lighting.  It  has  impeccable  surfaces.  And  it  has  NGC’s  respected 
imprimatur  in  the  “65”  grade  (holder  #1636073-001,  by  the  way). 
Once  you  discover  our  color  photograph  at  the  beginning  of  the 
catalog,  we  are  sure  it  will  have  your  undivided  attention  as  well! 

King  Kalakaua  I  (there  was  no  princely  heir,  hence,  no  Kalakaua 
the  Second)  was  by  common  agreement,  a  man  of  distinction  and 
aristocratic  demeanor.  Yes,  he  did  have  his  foibles,  like  many  a 
monarch  of  his  day,  he  was  a  heavy  drinker,  he  liked  to  play  poker, 
but  he  was  also  highly  educated  for  a  king.  Kalakaua  spoke  several 
languages  fluently,  was  adored  by  his  native  Hawaiian  subjects  as 
well  as  respected  by  the  high  state  officials  of  Europe  and  Asia 
whom  he  met  during  his  world  tour  in  1881-2.  He  led  a  small 
island  kingdom  situated  about  800  leagues  off  the  coast  of  the 
Americas  at  the  Cancerous  latitude  of  Mexico,  where  his  reign 
spanned  close  to  17  years  in  the  final  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  cen¬ 
tury,  some  of  them  tumultuous.  Pertinent  to  collectors,  he  had 
designed  and  struck  a  series  of  silver  coins  bearing  Hawaii’s  Coat  of 
Arms  and  his  proud  right-facing  profile.  These  were  all  dated  1883, 
and  when  they  first  reached  circulation  in  Honolulu  in  late  1884, 
were  the  talk  of  the  town.  With  the  proceeds  from  their  issue  he 
built  himself  a  new  palace.  He  also  bought  a  navy.  Notice  that  we 
say  “bought”  not  built.  He  acquired  a  decrepit  sold  steamer,  outfit¬ 
ted  it  for  war,  manned  it  with  some  rejects  dragooned  from  the 
Honolulu  jail,  and  sent  it  proudly  off  to  Tahiti  with  flags  waving, 
where  its  crew  mutinied  and  sent  his  Royal  Highness’s  Navy  to  the 
bottom  of  the  Pacific  Ocean! 

Dimes,  Quarters,  Half  Dollars,  and  this  Silver  Dollar  denomina¬ 
tion  to  the  amount  of  $1  million  face  value  were  minted.  The  dies 
for  each  coin  were  prepared  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  on  contract 
with  the  Hawaiian  Government.  The  dies  were  shipped  to  San 
Francisco  where  the  coins  were  struck  at  the  same  standard  as  reg¬ 
ular  issue  United  States  coins.  Only  the  quarters  are  readily  avail¬ 
able  in  Uncirculated  grades.  The  other  three  denominations  are 
scarce  to  very  scarce,  with  high  end  specimens,  like  this  lovely  Mint 
State  65,  drawing  nods  of  agreement  and  wide-eyed  stares  of  envy 
whenever  one  makes  an  appearance.

The 
device  was  hand  operated  by  a  (usually)  burly  individual  who  had  to  swing  a 
heavy  crossbar  with  bulbous  iron  weights  at  its  ends,  as  pictured  in  a  number 
of  reference  works  on  the  Philadelphia  Mint’s  coining  practices.  We  suggest 
a  glance  through  Donald  Taxay’s  authoritative  “The  U.S.  Mint  and 
Coinage”.

There  are  5  berries  in  the  branch, 
with  the  middle  one  attached  to  a  leal  point;  this  reverse  was  also  used  on 
Bolender-1 1.  The  obverse  has  a  spur  on  the  9  and  the  lowest  right  star  points 
to  a  space  between  two  denticles.  1798  was  a  year  of  great  stress  in  the  polit¬ 
ical  situation  in  America.  President  John  Adams,  never  a  popular  individual, 
nearly  split  the  "factions”  (political  parties)  asunder  with  his  promulgation  of 
1  798  s  Alien  and  Sedition  Act.  When  Thomas  Jefferson  was  elected  the  third 
president  in  1800,  he  quickly  rescinded  this  reviled  act.  A  coin  from  an  his¬ 
toric  period  in  America’s  historical  youth.

2120  1799  Bolender-8.  Mint  State  62.  Very  well  struck,  with  the  only 

evident  weakness  being  at  the  drapery  on  Miss  Liberty’s  shoulder, 
and  on  the  reverse,  the  central  stars  above  the  eagle.  Surfaces  are 
smooth  and  appear  virtually  flawless  at  a  glance,  though  some  triv¬ 
ial,  well  concealed  marks  are  present  beneath  the  medium  gray  ton¬ 
ing,  accounting  for  our  conservative  “62”  grade  assignment.  A 
patch  of  mottled  dark  brown  toning  covers  much  of  the  olive 
branch,  with  additional  sprinkles  present  within  the  vertical  lines  of 
the  shield  and  in  the  field  at  the  left.  This  coin  was  obviously  well 
cared  for,  for  there  are  no  rim  blemishes  or  hard  contact  marks,  and 
happily,  it  is  free  of  adjustment  marks. 

Bolender-8  (BB-165)  can  be  identified  on  the  obverse  by  recutting 
of  the  inner  most  point  of  star  10  and  Miss  Liberty’s  open  mouth. 
Considerable  die  rust  is  evident  in  the  field.  Here  we  have  Die  State 
2,  showing  a  fairly  large  crack  extending  from  the  rim  above  star  7, 
through  two  points  of  said  star  and  connecting  with  LIB.  On  the 
reverse,  there  is  extra  metal  atop  the  upper  loop  of  the  second  S  in 
STATES  and  several  other  interesting  die  breaks.

2127  1855  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  With  two  tone  or  “cameo”  contrast 

from  the  frosted  device  seem  to  float  upon  the  reflective  mirror 
field.  This  specimen  has  especially  attractive  satiny  devices,  with 
Liberty  and  eagle  choice,  glowing,  against  the  naturally  toned 
fields.  A  few  minor  hairlines  are  evident,  as  are  one  or  two  minute 
lint  marks  —  the  latter  characterize  the  few  known  Proofs  struck  in 
1855.  Surfaces  are  toned  champagne  gold  to  blue,  with  bright 
shimmering  iridescence  in  the  darker  hues  that  encircle  the  rim. 

Proof  mintage  is  unknown  for  1855,  as  it  is  for  many  other  early 
(pre-1858)  seated  Liberty  issues.  Before  the  mint  began  selling 
Proofs  to  collectors  in  1858,  records  we  not  kept  of  the  production 
numbers  each  year.  Proofs  were  made  to  be  used  as  gifts  to  mint  vis¬ 
itors  and  friends  of  the  mint  managers.

All  things  considered  this 
is  a  very  choice  appearing  1855  Seated  Dollar,  a  date  known  for  its  scarcity 
in  higher  condition.  Mintage:  26,000.  Business  strikes  this  year  are  from  a 
single  die  pair  coined  June  29.

A 
single  minor  chattermark  is  evident  in  the  right  obverse  field  as  well  as  anoth¬ 
er  small  mark  on  Liberty s  breast  whereas  the  reverse  is  almost  completely 
devoid  of  bagmarks.  This  unusual  condition  deserves  attention  since  1860-0 
(and  1859-0)  dollars  tend  to  be  heavily  bagmarked;  only  a  handful  of  gem 
Mint  State  65s  it  seems,  were  in  the  group  released  by  the  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment  in  the  famous  silver  dollar  hoard  dispersals  of  the  early  1960s.

2131  1873-CC  PCI  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  About  10%  luster  remains 

within  the  areas  protected  by  the  stars  and  legends,  Liberty  and  eagle.  This 
has,  unfortunately  been  cleaned  at  one  time.  The  process,  while  it  didn’t  over¬ 
ly  injure  the  delicate  field  and  devices,  did  leave  behind  numerous  fine  hair¬ 
lines  on  both  sides.  When  trade  dollar  coinage  began  in  1873,  most  were 
shipped  off  to  Asia  in  the  hopes  that  they  would  compete  with  the  then  pre¬ 
ferred  Mexican  peso  coins,  a  world  trade  coin  at  the  time.  Our  Trade  Dollar 
was  designed  with  slightly  more  silver  in  it  than  the  Mexican  piece  to  encour¬ 
age  its  acceptance.  But  by  the  middle  1870s,  so  many  Trade  Dollars  were  cir¬ 
culating  inside  America’s  borders,  and  at  a  discount,  sometimes  as  low  as  85 
cents  on  the  dollar,  that  the  Congress  amended  its  coinage  law  by  abolishing 
the  denomination.  The  low  124,500  mintage  for  1873-CC  assures  it  a  high 
standing  among  collectors.

Normally  these  lack  brilliant 
mint  bloom.  The  1877-S  is  comparably  common,  so  makes  an  ideal  choice 
for  ones  Type  Set.  This  coin’s  stars  are  mostly  sharp  barring  those  at  the  upper 
margin,  while  Liberty’s  graceful  form  as  she  sits  by  the  seaside  is  bold 
throughout,  down  to  and  including  her  tiny  fingers  and  toes.  As  for  the  side 
with  the  splendidly  rendered  eagle,  this  too  is  remarkable  for  its  perfection, 
for  its  deep  strike  and  fine  detail.  If  putting  a  magnifying  glass  to  these  areas 
will  help  convince  you  to  bid,  we  encourage  one  and  all  to  view  the  coin  in 
person  ahead  of  time.

likely  this  piece  was  heavily  toned  at  one  time  (the  word  outside  the  coin  fra¬ 
ternity  is  tarnished  for  old  silver  with  color)  and  then  dipped  in  a  solution 
to  remove  the  color.  In  most  instances,  assuming  the  underlying  mirror  field 
of  a  Proof  is  still  intact,  the  coin  will  come  out  of  the  dip  glistening  with  bril¬ 
liant  shine.  But  in  this  instance,  the  toning  had  already  affected  the  delicate 
reflectivity,  and  therefore  has  left  us  with  a  dullish  gray  overlay.  Mirror  reflec¬ 
tion  is  still  evident,  however.  1880  is  a  scarce  Proof-only  year,  1,987  minted.

This  date  is  very  desirable  at  the  “64”  grade  level,  due  to  the  dramat¬ 
ic  value  increase  an  MS65  generates.

2135  1882  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Some  medium  purple  gray  toning  highlights 

this  choice,  well  preserved  Trade  Dollar,  a  coin  whose  devices  are  well  frost¬ 
ed.  Against  the  mirror  background,  the  satin-white  frost  gives  it  a  lovely 
cameo-like  quality,  the  kind  that  endears  itself  to  every  collector  young  or 
old.  Trade  Dollars  were  minted  for  circulation  in  1873-78,  then  front  1879 
to  1883  only  Proofs  were  manufactured  for  sale  to  collectors.  This  is  one  of 
the  scarcer  Proof-only  dates,  with  mintage  at  the  low  end,  1,097  pieces.

Silver  Dollars  had  never  been  popular  with  Easterners,  who  stubbornly 
refused  to  carry  such  bulky  coins  around  with  them  in  their  pockets  and 
change  purses.  And  yet,  the  Mint  kept  right  on  striking  them.  That  is, 
they  were  made  annually  until  1873,  when  Congress  passed  the  Act  of 
1873  demonetizing  Silver  Dollars  (at  the  time,  Seated  Dollars).  Instead, 
a  new  Trade  Dollar  was  substituted.  The  Trade  Dollar  was  meant  to  cir¬ 
culate  in  the  Far  East,  specifically  in  the  China  trade,  which  then  was  bur¬ 
geoning.

descence  mingles  with  bright  mint  frost  on  the  obverse,  while  the  reverse  is 
pure  white.

breast.  A  magnifying  lens  tends  to  magnify  the  beauty  even  more.  Very  close 
to  gem  condition.

However,  quick-witted  speculators  soon  began  to  buy  them  up  at  their 
bullion  value.  (Since  Trade  Dollars  had  never  been  monetized  they  could 
not  technically  be  placed  into  circulation  in  the  States  by  banks  or  the 
Treasury  Department.)  These  they  then  sold  to  jobbers  who  turned 
around  and  wholesaled  them  to  employers.  The  employers  offloaded 
them  on  their  employees,  making  a  small,  but  useful  profit  on  the  trans¬ 
action!  Imagine  the  stink  that  would  arise  if  your  employer  were  to  pay 
your  wages  in,  say,  unspendable  Canadian  “Loonie”  dollars,  and  you  get 
some  idea  of  the  hassle  US  Trade  Dollars  presented.  Congress  finally 
solved  the  mess  in  1887  when  it  canceled  the  issue’s  authorization,  ceased 
production,  and  began  withdrawing  them  from  circulation. 


2145  1879-CC  Clear  CC.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Pure  white, 

with  moderately  hairlined  reflective  fields.  Scarce  in  this  grade.  The  “79-CC 
us,  in  fact,  more  readily  obtainable  in  Mint  State.

was  well  struck  by  the  dies  and  decently  well  preserved  other  than  for  an  aver¬ 
age  number  of  tiny  bagmarks  consistent  with  this  grade  level.  Unlike  the  San 
Francisco  issue  struck  in  1879,  those  from  New  Orleans  tend  to  come  scruffy, 
with  “sliders”  (as  they  are  called)  predominant,  lightly  worn  but  still  lustrous. 
This  specimen  is  far,  far  in  advance  of  an  average  coin,  we  should  point  out, 
and  it  will  likely  generate  some  strong  bids.

greatest  honor  and  notoriety  for  its  deep  cameo  contrast  between 
frosted  white  relief  and  mirrored  field.  The  effect  is  what  is  known 
as  black-and-white  cameo,  and  a  prettier  picture  could  not  be 
imagined  from  a  coin  that  is  over  120  years  old!  Perfection  is  seen 
in  every  detail  of  its  makeup,  from  the  sharp  devices  to  the  pristine 
satin  white  cheek  and  neck  on  Liberty.  Fields  are  without  impair¬ 
ment,  no  spotting  and  without  hairlines  to  mar  their  delicate  per¬ 
fection.  Everything  considered,  this  has  to  rank  among  the  top  2  or 
3  percent  of  surviving  Morgan  Dollar  Proofs  and  will  no  doubt 
soon  be  gracing  a  museum-class  collection  of  coins!

Singularly  smooth,  even  dullish  gray  toning  covers 
both  sides  of  this  well  struck  Proof.  There  are  minor  hairlines  in  the  fields, 
nothing  unsightly,  which  retain  choice  mirror  depth  though  less  evident 
through  the  toning.  Centers  are  razor-sharp,  as  is  indeed  the  entire  relief  por¬ 
tion  from  center  to  periphery  on  both  sides.

His  initial  M  is  found  at  the  truncation  of  the  neck,  at  the  last 
tress.  It  also  appears  on  the  reverse  on  the  left-hand  loop  of  the  ribbon. 
Branch  mints  at  New  Orleans,  Carson  City,  San  Francisco  and  later  Denver 
struck  the  new  dollars  along  with  the  home  mint  in  Philadelphia.  1878-S  to 
1882-S  dollars  are  very  common,  those  of  1883-S  much  scarcer,  and  1884-S 
scarcer  still,  particularly  in  uncirculated  grades.

Morgan,  with  difficulty,  had  per¬ 
suaded  her  to  become  his  model,  and  she  sat  for  him  five  times  at 
the  home  of  the  illustrious  painter  Thomas  Eakins,  under  promise 
of  strict  secrecy.  The  eagle  follows  closely  one  Morgan  designed  for 
a  half  dollar  Pattern  in  1877.  It  is  standing  erect  with  wings  out¬ 
stretched,  holding  in  its  claws  an  olive  branch  of  peace  and  a  bun¬ 
dle  of  three  arrows.

One  of  the  earlier,  more  attractive  U.S.  Commemoratives,  the  Huguenot  was 
designed  by  George  T.  Morgan  (Morgan  Silver  Dollar)  with  assistance  of 
James  Earle  Fraser  (who  also  did  the  Buffalo  Nickel).  The  obverse  portrays 
conjoined  busts  of  Admiral  Gaspard  de  Coligny  and  Willem  I,  Prince  of 
Orange.  For  the  reverse,  the  artists  depicted  the  New  Netherland  bound  for 
America.  The  M  on  Coligny’s  shoulder  is  Morgan’s  initial,  Morgan  having 
prepared  the  original  dies.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  struck  a  total  of  142,000 
Huguenots.  The  issue  was  sold  to  the  public  at  $1;  however,  the  55,000  that 
remained  unsold  afterwards  were  released  into  circulation,  thus  accounting 
for  the  number  of  worn  specimens  of  this  type.

This  famous  Pat¬ 
tern  depicts  Washington  on  the  obverse,  facing  right  in  a  format  copied  from 
Jean  Antoine  Houdon’s  classic  bust  design  first  introduced  in  1785  on  the 
Washington  Before  Boston  medal.  The  inscription  GOD  AND  OUR 
GO  UN  I  RY  arches  above,  date  below.  The  reverse  has  a  laurel  wreath  design 
similar  to  that  adopted  for  regular  use  in  1864,  denomination  within. 

During  the  Civil  War  period,  Washington  was  an  extremely  popular  topic  for 
patriotic  medals  and  this  coin  was  an  early  effort  to  memorialize  him  on  a 
circulating  coin,  and  idea  that  was  rejected  in  favor  of  a  shield.  The  inscrip¬ 
tion  was  also  changed  to  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  for  business  strike  coinage, 
and  was  the  first  reference  to  the  deity  on  American  coinage.  As  a  Rarity-7  to 
8  Pattern,  fewer  than  12  are  believed  extant  in  all  grades.  In  spite  of  its  afore¬ 
mentioned  defect,  the  popularity  of  the  issue  is  immense,  due  to  its  topic  and 
odd  denomination.

Mint  red  has  taken  a  gorgeous  glimmer  of  vibrant  purple  and  sea 
green  iridescence  over  bright  red  surfaces.  Although  designated  red 
and  brown  by  PCGS,  there  is  not  a  trace  of  true  brown  to  be  found. 
Visual  appeal  is  outstanding. 

The  date  187  holds  special  appeal  to  Pattern  collectors,  particu¬ 
larly  half  dollar  specialists,  because  ol  the  large  number  of  different 
designs  experimented  with  during  the  year.  Included  among  those 
was  Morgan’s  Liberty  head  which  was  placed  into  regular  usage  in 
the  following  year.  This  remarkable  depiction  of  Liberty  by 
William  Barber  shows  her  wearing  a  crested  helmet,  with  an 
embossed  eagle  at  the  side  and  LIBERTY  inscribed  on  a  visor,  IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST  above  and  the  date  below.  Barber’s  powerful 
eagle  motif  graces  the  reverse.  It  is  similar  to  that  first  introduced 
on  Patterns  in  1871,  but  on  this  version,  the  eagle  is  not  support¬ 
ing  a  shield  and  is  perched  on  a  tablet  inscribed  E  PLURIBUS 
UNUM,  with  the  denomination  designated  below  and  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA  above.  Unfortunately,  neither  design  was 
ever  put  to  use  on  regular  coinage,  making  it  especially  desirable  as 
a  Pattern.

Die  Error.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Matte-like  finish.  An  unusual  error 
since  it  occurs  on  one  of  the  steel-planchet  1943  cents. 

The  word  “brockage”  seems  to  invoke  all  kinds  of  mystery  and  exotic  ideas 
in  the  minds  of  error  collectors,  explains  the  Margolis-Weinberg  reference  on 
America’s  error  coins. 

Yet,  it  is  one  of  easier  error  types  to  understand  once  some  basic  concepts  are 
grasped. 

The  heart  of  the  subject  is  the  fact  that  more  than  one  coin  is  involved  in  the 
creation  of  a  brockage  error.  One  of  the  coins  involved  will  always  be  one 
which  has  been  struck  in  a  coinage  press  and  which  has  failed  to  be  ejected 
properly.  That  struck  coin  will  find  its  way  back  between  the  dies,  or  adhered 
to  the  upper  (hammer)  die,  and  in  a  later  strike,  become  involved  with  anoth¬ 
er  blank  or  struck  coin.  The  result  will  be  that  the  first  (struck)  coin  will  be 
forced  into  the  next  blank  which  was  fed  into  the  collar,  and  the  images  of 
that  (first)  struck  coin  will  be  impressed  into  that  blank. 

The  result  will  be  a  (second)  coin,  from  that  new  blank  which  has  images  of 
the  first  coin  impressed  into  it.  Those  images  will  be  sunk  into  the  coin  and 
the  image  will  be  in  reverse  as  though  it  was  viewed  through  a  mirror.  This 
incuse  (sunken)  image  is  known  as  brockage.  It  will  have  come  from  that  pre¬ 
viously  struck  coin  which  jammed  between  the  dies  and  the  blank  to  create 
this  unusual  error  type. 

The  brockage  error  can  be  found  in  quite  a  few  formats.  They  are  distinctive 
and  have  individual  names  for  each  type. 

If  that  previously  struck  coin  happens  to  land  squarely  on  top  of  a  new  blank 
fed  to  the  collar,  and  the  dies  strike  the  two  together,  the  image  of  the  entire 
surface  of  that  first  coin  will  be  impressed  into  the  new  blank  (which 
becomes  the  “second  coin”).  That  second  coin  will  have  an  incuse  (sunken) 
image  from  that  first  coin  all  across  its  obverse,  while  the  reverse  will  have 
received  an  essentially  normal  strike  from  the  reverse  die.  Since  the  first  coin 
effectively  covered  all  of  the  obverse  die,  none  of  the  design  from  the  obverse 
die  will  be  seen  on  the  second  coin.  This  combination  is  known  as  a  full 
brockage  or  a  mirror  brockage,  and  is  one  of  the  more  desirable  brockage 
types  sought  by  error  coin  collectors. 


The  full  brockage  caused  by  a  loose  previously  struck  coin  is  totally  unpre¬ 
dictable.  It  is  conceivable  that  the  loose  coin  may  land  on  the  second  blank 
in  any  orientation.  That  is,  it  could  be  obverse  up  and  reverse  down,  or  the 
other  way  around.  It  depends  entirely  on  how  that  loose  coin  traveled  around 
the  press  during  the  time  that  the  feeders  were  moving  up  and  back  and 
jostling  that  loose  coin.  It  might  flip  over,  or  not.  It  is  a  totally  random  mat¬ 
ter.

Wartime  cent  errors  are  among 
the  most  sought  after  for  obvious  reasons,  with  the  famous  bronze  cents  of 
1943  and  steel  cents  of  1944  high  on  the  list.  This  well  made  1943-S  was 
struck  on  a  90%  silver  blank  meant  for  a  Mercury  Dime.  Rarer  still,  the 
planchet  had  yet  to  go  through  the  upsetting  machine  (which  raises  a  rim  to 
aid  in  the  striking).

No  date,  but  the  fabric  of  the  planchet 
tells  us  that  this  was  struck  in  the  only  year  that  the  mint  employed  steel 
blanks  in  striking  cents:  1943.  A  lustrous  if  somewhat  carbon-flecked  speci¬ 
men.  Very  rare. 


For  any  of  a  dozen  or  more  different  reasons,  it  is  possible  that  incorrectly 
made  blanks  or  simply  wrong  blanks  can  find  their  way  into  presses.  The 
result  will  be  a  coin  struck  on  a  blank  for  which  it  wasn’t  intended.  The  most 
obvious  wrong  planchet  errors  are  the  ones  where  a  correctly  made  blank 
from  one  denomination  is  accidentally  fed  into  a  press  for  another  denomi¬ 
nation.  Some  of  the  better  known  types  are  nickel  struck  on  cent  blank;  nick¬ 
el  struck  on  dime  blank;  cent  struck  on  a  dime  blank;  quarter  struck  on  a 
cent,  nickel  or  dime  blank;  half  dollar  struck  on  a  quarter,  dime,  nickel,  cent 
or  SBA  dollar  blank;  SBA  dollar  struck  on  a  quarter,  dime,  nickel  or  cent 
blank. 


In  each  case,  the  coin  struck  on  an  incorrect  blank  will  weigh  exactly  what 
the  denomination  of  that  blank  would  have  been.

Broadstruck  errors  occur  when  a  coin  is  struck  without  a  collar  to  form  the 
rim.  The  uninitiated  often  are  confused  as  to  what  differentiates  a  broad¬ 
struck  coin  from  an  off  center  strike.  The  rule  of  thumb  is  that  if  the  entire 
design  is  present,  with  rims,  then  it  is  a  broadstruck  coin,  whereas,  if  any  of 
the  design  elements  are  missing,  then  it  is  an  off  center  strike.  Even  though 
there  is  extra  metal  at  the  left  obverse  edge  and  corresponding  reverse  posi¬ 
tion,  on  this  coin  the  entire  design  is  fully  presented,  thereby,  the  broadstruck 
classification.

Struck  off  cen¬ 
ter  about  15  %  to  the  northeast,  a  sizeable  smooth  crescent  encloses  the 
engraved  features  at  the  lower  edge  from  3  o’clock  to  10  o’clock  on  the 
obverse  and  the  corresponding  reverse  position,  while  the  upper  rim  is 
trimmed  slightly  into  the  design.  Off  center  Mercury  dimes  are  scarce,  all 
dates  considered,  with  early  years  being  especially  desirable,  particularly  in 
this  lofty  state  of  preservation.

The  Indian  small  head  gold  dollar  —  second  of  three  circulating  U.S. 
gold  coins  of  this  denomination  —  was  short-lived.  Fabrication  of  the 
coin,  designed  by  Chief  Mint  Engraver  James  Barton  Longacre,  was  car¬ 
ried  out  over  just  three  calendar  years:  1854,  1855  and  1856.  The 
mintage  for  circulation  totaled  1,752,219  pieces  split  between  five  pro¬ 
duction  facilities:  Philadelphia  (no  mint  mark),  San  Francisco  (S  mint 
mark),  New  Orleans,  (O  mint  mark),  Dahlonega,  Georgia  (D  mint 
mark),  and  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  (C  mint  mark).  The  mint  mark  is 
positioned  on  the  coim's  reverse,  below  the  wreath. 


More  than  94  percent  of  the  mintage  of  the  Indian  small  head  came  from 
the  Philadelphia  Mint  the  first  two  years,  with  mint  records  of  902,736 
struck  in  1854  and  758,269  in  1855.

holder,  and  we  can  see  why  the  coin  might  be  called  Mint  State  since  it  dis¬ 
plays  extra  sharp  hair  curls  on  Liberty  plus  an  eagle  that  stands  well  in 
advance  of  a  more  typical  1839-C.  In  terms  of  its  having  been  cleaned,  this 
was  done  in  a  judicious  manner,  and  so  leaves  the  surfaces  attractive.  Fur¬ 
thermore  the  rims  are  sharp,  the  rim  denticles  complete  and  bold.  The  mint 
at  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  opened  for  business  in  1838.  Quarter  Eagles  of 
this  style  were  struck  that  year  and  again  in  1839.  In  1839,  the  mintage 
totaled  18,140  pieces.  Then,  starting  in  1840,  the  mint  introduced  Gob- 
recht’s  remodeled  Liberty  head.  A  coronet  at  her  forehead  replaces  the  simple 
headband  of  the  1834-39  issue.

The  obverse  is  especially  choice  here,  with  none  of  the  usual  heavy 
bagmarks  so  typical  of  the  period.  Furthering  the  high  condition  is  its  nice 
rims,  needle-point  stars,  and  full  hair  waves.  On  the  reverse,  the  strike  is  also 
outstanding,  as  seen  in  the  full  shield  at  the  eagle’s  breast  along  with  the  neck, 
leg  and  wing  feathers  which,  on  other  specimens,  tend  to  show  flatness  in 
areas.

Mintage  came  in  at  23,226,  but  as  has  been  noted  before  on  many  occa¬ 
sions,  Charlotte  branch  Quarter  Eagles  are  rarely  found  in  other  than  circu¬ 
lated  condition.  Mint  State  specimens  are  few  and  far  between,  while  choice 
63-quality  coins  are  rarer  still.  This  is  definitely  a  coin  for  the  Quarter  Eagle 
enthusiast.  It  won’t  be  inexpensive,  not  in  this  outstanding  condition,  but  the 
owner  will  feel  proud  to  show  it  to  his  collecting  friends  and  numismatic 
associates.

At  the  time  this  was  made,  most  gold  coins  circulated  out  West,  few  were 
found  in  change  slots  in  the  rest  of  the  country  due  to  the  fact  America  was 
on  a  greenback  standard,  with  prices  of  metal  higher  than  “par”  in  terms  of 
paper  “dollars”.  This  situation  didn’t  return  to  normal,  that  is,  paper  didn’t 
return  to  par,  until  early  in  1878.  It  was  only  then  that  gold  reappeared 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  country.  In  the  West,  however,  gold  quarter 
eagles  such  as  this  handsome  1870-S  were  seen  in  circulation,  indeed,  they 
comprised  almost  the  whole  circulating  medium  since  paper  money  was 
shunned  until  near  the  end  of  the  19th  century.

So  nice  was  it 
that  the  estimable  Walter  Breen  used  a  photograph  of  the  coin  to 
illustrate  this  year  (see  #6347,  page  505).  It  can  be  quickly  identi¬ 
fied  by  a  small  mark  in  the  field  below  ER  of  AMERICA  along 
with  a  tiny  dullish  mark  before  Liberty’s  lips.  The  1854-D  was 
coined  in  July  1854  from  one  pair  of  dies,  shipped  June  19.  The 
bold  D  mintmark  is  from  a  half-eagle  mintmark  punch,  according 
to  Breen.  Distinctive  striking  characteristics  include  weak  concave 
denticles  at  upper  obverse  and  reverse,  incomplete  leaf  left  of  date, 
etc.  The  wreath,  we  should  point  out,  is  extremely  bold  on  this 
specimen,  as  is  Liberty’s  head,  feathered  headdress  and  hair,  with 
the  only  possible  weakness  found  at  the  lowermost  hair  curls  where 
a  little  graininess  occurs  in  the  mint  frost. 

Designs  for  the  $3  issue  were  by  James  Barton  Longacre,  whose 
similar  head  of  Liberty  and  wreath  motif  adorn  the  $1  gold  pieces 
beginning  in  1856.  His  balanced  “wreath  of  cereals”  was  also  used 
for  the  1856-8  flying  eagle  cent  reverse. 

. Estimate  $35000-$45000 

During  the  nineteenth  century,  American  mints  coined  gold  “on 
demand.”  What  this  means  is  that  whenever  a  banker  or  busi¬ 
nessman  or  private  individual  deposited  bullion  at  the  mint,  he 
could  ask  for  whatever  particular  denominations  he  wanted.  Nat¬ 
urally,  this  made  the  mints  keep  on  hand  a  good  inventory.  How¬ 
ever,  if  the  mint  was  currently  out  of  stock,  the  depositor  would 
be  asked  to  wait  for  his  payment.  Three-dollar  Gold  pieces  being 
an  unusual  denomination,  there  was  little  demand  for  them  from 
depositors.  Hence,  the  small  1854-D  mintage  of  1,120.

2355  1859  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  We  are  providing  you  with  a 

color  photograph  of  this  lovely  $3  coin  since  it  achieves  what  few 
others  of  its  issue  do  —  it  meets  or  surpasses  the  strict  requirements 
for  its  gem-quality  grade.  The  frost  is  extraordinary  for  1859,  mag¬ 
nificent  detail  is  seen  in  the  head  of  Liberty  and  on  the  side  with 
the  wreath,  where  the  luster  glows  and  shimmers  upon  its  intricate 
workmanship.  The  three  commonest  dates  in  the  series  are  1854, 
1874,  and  1878,  while  others  are  much  scarcer,  many  quite  rare.  In 
gem  condition,  full-bore  Mint  State  65,  the  1859  in  particular  is 
exceedingly  difficult  to  locate. 

. Estimate  $10000-$  14000 

According  to  the  Breen  encyclopedia,  the  usual  story  has  it  that 
$3  gold  coins  were  made  only  so  long  as  the  letter  rate  remained 
3c,  being  discontinued  when  it  was  changed  again,  and  perhaps 
in  part  because  of  the  letter  rate  change.  “Whether  or  not  this  was 
the  intention  of  Congress,  nevertheless  $3s  saw  little  postal  use  in 
the  West  and  South,  as  they  were  minted  in  Dahlonega  and  New 
Orleans  only  in  1854,  and  in  San  Francisco  for  circulation  only 
1855  57  and  1860.  Threes  thus  represent  relics  of  an  interesting 
but  abortive  experiment;  today  they  are  among  the  most  highly 
coveted  of  American  gold  coins.  ” 


2356  1871  Mint  State  60.  A  few  wispy  hairlines  on  either  side  may  keep  this  from 

a  higher  grade.  The  luster  is  smooth  with  a  satin  allure,  the  devices  well  made, 
even  the  date,  which  has  minor  softness  on  the  18  but  is  sharp  in  other  areas. 
Mintage:  1,300. 

. Estimate  $1750-$2500 


2357  1878  Mint  State  60.  A  few  tiny  field  hairlines  on  the  obverse,  a  coin  that  is 

frosty  and  generally  well  made,  including  full  denticles  around  the  rims. 
Minor  weakness  in  the  strike  occurs  at  the  ribbon  bow  on  the  reverse  that  ties 
the  two  ends  of  the  wreath.  This  is  typical  since  the  area  lies  opposite  a  high 
point  on  the  obverse:  the  top  three  feathers  in  the  headdress. 

The  $3  denomination  has  Longacre’s  so-called  “Indian  Princess”  head.  Far 
from  attempting  to  depict  any  Native  American,  is  one  of  Longacre’s  rendi¬ 
tions  of  the  Greco-Roman  Venus  Accroupie  profile  which  had  already  served 
him  for  the  gold  dollar  and  double  eagle,  though  with  a  leathered  headdress 
supposed  to  emphasize  “national  character”  per  Donald  Tixay.  This  unusual 
denomination  was  struck  from  1854  to  1889,  but  never  in  large  numbers  like 
the  $5  or  $20  gold  coins.

2358  1879  Four  Dollar  Gold  or  “Stella”.  Restrike.  Struck  in  Stan¬ 

dard  Gold.  Reeded  Edge.  ANACS  graded  Proof  62.  Described  in 
both  Pollock  (#1833)  as  well  as  Judd  (#1635)  these  are  actually  pat¬ 
terns  for  a  proposed  $4  metric  denomination  that  never  passed 
muster  with  the  Congress  and  so  never  made  it  into  regular  pro¬ 
duction.  A  charming  and  glittery  specimen  with  original  coppery 
orange  toning  just  beginning  to  form.  Minor  hairlines  point  to  a 
grade  of  Proof  62. 

The  Mint  produced  three-piece  pattern  sets  for  distribution  to 
Congress.  These  sets  included  the  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stella,  variety 
of  Pollock- 1832  (original).  Only  twenty  five  sets  were  made,  but 
because  of  strong  demand  in  Congress,  an  additional  four  hundred 
were  struck  early  in  1880.  Don  Taxay  reports  in  his  Comprehensive 
Catalogue  that  the  original  pieces  were  coined  in  metric  alloy  of 
85.71%  gold,  4.29%  silver,  and  10%  copper,  while  the  remaining 
four  hundred  were  produced  in  standard  90%  gold,  10%  copper 
alloy.  This  specimen,  as  in  all  others  seen,  has  standard  die  align¬ 
ment. 

The  flowing  hair  design  is  by  Charles  E.  Barber.  His  mint  associate, 
George  T.  Morgan  is  responsible  for  the  coiled  hair  dies.  Liberty 
faces  left  with  flowing  hair.  Around  her,  the  inscription  *  6  *  G  *  .3 
*S*.7*C7*G*R*A*M*S*  and  the  date  1879  below.  A 
coronet  in  Liberty’s  hair  is  inscribed  LIBERTY.  The  Liberty  head 
motif  is  very  similar  to  that  featured  on  1878-dated  flowing  hair  $5 
patterns.  On  the  reverse,  a  five-pointed  star  (hence,  the  nickname 
“stella”  for  these  pieces)  which  has  incuse  lettering  ONE  STELLA 
400  CENTS.  Around  the  star  are  the  mottoes  DEO  EST  GLORIA 
(God  is  in  Glory)  and  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM.  At  the  border  above 
is  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  and  below  the 
denomination  FOUR  DOL.

About  Uncirculated  Details,  Net  Extremely  Fine  45.  Rim  filed. 
Mintage  of  53,176,  this  from  the  first  overdate  obverse  with  1  cen¬ 
tered  in  2  (this  obverse  was  paired  with  seven  reverses  including  one 
used  in  1800  and  another  of  1803!  A  popular  date  because  the 
overdate  is  so  clear,  made  triply  interesting  with  this  multistrike 
obverse. 


General  economic  forces  were  unfavorable  to  coinage  progress  in 
the  years  when  this  coin  was  current.  The  silver  ratio  of  1 5  to  1  to 
gold,  very  close  to  the  world’s  market  ratio  when  Hamilton  select¬ 
ed  it  in  1792,  was  out  of  line  before  the  end  of  the  century.  By  1799 
the  ratio  in  Hamburg  and  London  was  15-3/4  to  1.  At  this  rate  it 
did  not  pay  to  take  gold  bullion  to  the  mint.  Gold  was  not  import¬ 
ed  when  the  balance  of  trade  brought  metal  to  the  United  States. 
The  coinage  of  silver  exceeded  gold  coinage  each  year  save  one  in 
the  period  from  1805  to  1834.  Gold  coinage  did  not  cease,  how¬ 
ever,  small  supplies  of  bullion  coming  from  Mexico,  the  West 
Indies,  and  in  later  years  from  Georgia  and  North  Carolina.  Mar¬ 
ket  reactions  to  metal  values  were  not  sensitive  in  that  day,  and  the 
coinage  of  gold  continued  in  the  face  of  an  adverse  ratio.  But  Unit¬ 
ed  States  gold  was  not  a  general  medium  of  circulation  after  1800, 
and  after  1825,  when  a  dollar  in  gold  had  reached  a  value  of  $1.02 
of  silver,  it  ceased  to  circulate  entirely.”  Thus,  many  1802-dated 
coins  were  melted  or  exported. 


. Estimate  $25000-$35000 

All  major  gold  errors  are  extremely  rare.  This  is  a  spectacular 
major  mint  error  on  a  two-century  old  United  States  gold  coin. 
It  is  an  overdate  draped  bust  half  eagle  that  has  been  struck  by  the 
dies  three  times  on  the  obverse\  Close  inspection  reveals  the  shad¬ 
ow  images  of  the  extra  row  of  stars,  the  portrait,  the  cap,  and  the 
word  LIBERTY  above  the  portrait.  As  such,  it  is  unique,  the  only 
known  United  States  gold  piece  that  was  struck  three  or  more 
times.  There  are  a  few  double  struck  gold  coins  as  well  as  a  few 
partial  collars,  etc.  As  mentioned  on  the  holder,  the  rim  is  filed 
on  the  obverse,  which  isn’t  uncommon  for  the  early  dated  gold 
pieces  from  1795-1829.  It  bears  repeating:  almost  all  gold  errors 
occur  in  the  Liberty  or  Indian  head  series,  a  century  later!  A  spec¬ 
tacular  major  mint  error  that  will  become  the  centerpiece  of  a 
Mint  Error  Collection. 


2360  1806  Round  Top  6.  Breen-6448.  SEGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53. 

Also  known  as  the  “knobbed  6”  variety,  the  quickest  reference  is  to  the  stars 
on  the  obverse  which  on  this  variety  are  arranged  7  +  6  whereas  the  pointed 
6  version  has  them  8  +  5.  Cleaning  hairlines  visible  on  the  obverse  along  with 
a  couple  of  minor  marks  or  indentations  on  Liberty.  A  scarce  vintage  Half 
Eagle  from  the  Jeffersonian  era.

2361  1807  Bust  Left.  Breen-6453.  Reverse  of  1808.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  Superb!  PCGS  encapsulation  6586209.  Population:  2,  with  none  finer.  A  land¬ 

mark  offering!  Truly  an  astounding  coin  to  be  consigned,  one  that  is  amazing  to  view  either  with  the  unaided  eye  or  under  low-power  magnification  for  it  is, 
without  doubt,  a  scintilladngly  brilliant  and  frosty  specimen.  The  color  is  rich,  bright  golden  in  hue.  It  has  the  merest  hint  of  pale  orange  on  either  side.  Frost 
everywhere,  including  the  tops  of  the  hair  curls,  atop  and  within  all  stars  (which  all  are  complete,  we  should  quickly  add,  razor-sharp);  full  crisp  luster  in  the  field 
and  on  Liberty’s  face,  neck,  torso,  and  equally  stunning  mint  freshness  throughout  the  intricately  modeled  reverse. 


This  represents  a  new  design  by  John  Reich,  a  major  modification  from  the  earlier  Heraldic  Eagle  type  that  had  been  in  production  since  the  late  1790s.  Here  we 
have  Reich’s  model  of  Liberty  which  faces  left  and  wears  a  soft  cap  of  a  style  that  was  considered  the  height  of  fashion  in  its  day.  Known  as  a  mobcap,  the  word 
LIBERTY  is  inscribed  on  the  cap’s  headband  in  small  letters.  Curls  fall  in  ringlets  below,  with  seven  stars  to  the  left,  six  at  right.  Numerals  are  now  smaller  in  date 
than  formerly.  On  the  reverse,  the  newly  designed  eagle  grasps  a  branch  and  arrows  as  before,  the  branch  returned  to  his  right  (observer’s  left,  the  dexter  posi¬ 
tion);  wings  raised,  shield  on  breast,  motto  ribbon  in  field  above,  5  D  below.  The  new  design  drops  the  stars  and  clouds  from  above  the  eagle.  This  design  would 
be  produced  continuously  from  1807  through  1812  and  is  similar  to  the  quarter  eagle  of  1808  and  lettered  edge  half  dollars  from  1807  through  1836. 


Generations  of  gold  coin  collectors  may  come  and  go  between  offerings  of  such  a  beautiful  1807  half  eagle.  The  mintage  this  year  was  about  average  for  the  peri¬ 
od,  51,605  pieces;  but  as  has  long  been  assumed,  most  were  melted,  either  exported  to  Europe  or  to  the  states  of  central  and  southern  America.  It  could  be  that 
no  more  than  2%  to  3%  of  any  year’s  mintage  exists  today,  the  remaining  98%+  having  been  lost  forever.  In  uncirculated  grades,  the  percents  declines  even  more. 


As  we  said  earlier,  this  Mint  State  67  is  one  of  only  two  specimens  certified  (both  carry  the  PCGS  logo).  There  are  two  in  Mint  State  66  as  well,  but  none  high¬ 
er.  How  could  there  be  any  finer  than  this!  The  mere  thought  is  an  impossibility. 

. Estimate  $  150000-UP 

Almost  all  obverses  by  John  Reich,  1807-17  inclusive,  on  every  denomination  from  dimes  through  half  eagles,  show  the  lowest  star  at  right  with  one  point 
notched:  his  “signature.  On  some  dies  this  notched  point  faces  the  border;  on  others  (no  half  eagles)  it  faces  a  curl.  Don  Taxay  apparently  first  called  the  notched 
star  a  signature,  before  1963;  Stewart  Witham  {1967},  following  Overton,  called  these  notched  stars  “scallops.”  On  coins  dated  1818  and  later  these  notched 
points  no  longer  occur;  Reich  left  the  Mint  March  31,  1817,  after  exactly  10  years  without  a  pay  raise  and  with  much  professional  jealousy  from  the  Robert 
Scot,  his  superior  in  office. 


This  series  is  notable  for  changes  in  numerals  as  well  as  the  two  1807  varieties:  two  different  overdates  for  1808,  the  entire  1809  mintage  from  an  overdate  die, 
the  1810s  with  four  different  combinations  of  large  and  small  dates  with  large  and  small  letters,  the  1811s  with  two  different  sizes  of  5.  Placing  the  denomi¬ 
nation  on  gold  and  silver  coins  was  a  Reich  innovation;  earlier  U.S.  coins  (except  for  half  cents,  cents,  and  1796-97  half  dollars)  lacked  any  denomination, 
because  they  passed  by  weight  and  fineness  rather  than  “by  tale"  (by  count,  with  each  coin  assumed  to  contain  full  face  value). 


Half  Eagles 


2362  1807  Bust  Left.  Breen  5-D.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Well  struck. 

Pleasing  surfaces  possess  an  attractive  greenish  gold  tone.  A  few  light  adjust¬ 
ment  marks  appear  faintly  along  the  obverse  dentils  between  9  o’clock  and 
10  o  clock,  though  they  are  absolutely  minimal.  It  is  a  delightful  example  of 
the  first  Capped  Bust  left  hall  eagle  date,  and  close  to  Choice  classification  in 
every  way. 

The  Capped  Bust  left  type,  designed  by  John  Reich,  was  a  source  of  some 
controversy  due  to  the  representation  of  a  cap.  Was  it  a  Phrygian  cap  or  a  Lib¬ 
erty  cap?  And  should  the  cap  be  placed  on  Miss  Liberty’s  head  or  set  upon  a 
pole  as  it  was  depicted  on  America’s  first  official  copper  coinage,  struck  in 
1793  in  the  half  cent  denomination?  Or  should  the  concept  of  a  cap  be  aban¬ 
doned  altogether?  Thomas  Jefferson  was  called  upon  to  assist  in  the  determi¬ 
nation  as  to  what  was  appropriate  and  spoke  in  favor  of  a  worn  cap,  with 
LIBERTY  inscribed  on  the  band.  The  design  was  implemented  and  struck 
through  1812,  after  which  the  motif  was  changed  to  a  Capped  Head  on  a 
larger  diameter  planchet.

liant  yellow-gold  luster,  rich  and  frosty,  a  coin  that  it  is  abundantly 
clear  is  in  spectacular  condition.  Not  one  in  a  hundred  mint  state 
capped  bust  left  half  eagles  retains  this  coin’s  premium  look.  From 
the  center  to  the  edge,  from  the  open  spaces  around  the  devices  to 
the  very  pinnacle  points  on  those  devices,  there  is  golden  frost. 
What’s  equally  important  is  that  the  coin  boasts  a  splendid  strike. 
Bidders,  collectors,  connoisseurs,  delight  in  seeing  any  classic  peri¬ 
od  half  eagle  which  is  well  struck  and  well  preserved.  Whether  it  is 
this  coin’s  deeply  impressed  stars  or  its  full  sharp  cap,  drapery  and 
clasp,  the  whole  obverse  is  bold.  Put  a  magnifying  glass  to  Liberty’s 
hair  curls  and  you’ll  be  presented  with  utter  perfection.  After  you 
are  through  examining  the  obverse,  turn  to  the  reverse.  Here  you 
will  marvel  at  the  sharp  detail  in  the  eagle  and  shield.  The  shield, 
for  those  who’ve  never  seen  one  in  its  full  splendor,  has  a  double 
margin  along  its  left  side.  The  eagle’s  claws  come  to  sharp  needle¬ 
like  points.  As  well,  the  rims  consist  of  small  dentils  or  denticles.

2364  1839-C  Very  Fine  20.  Lightly  toned.  The  surfaces  are  pleasing  overall,  in 

spite  of  a  few  noteworthy  rim  nicks.  Here  is  excellent  opportunity  to  acquire 
a  classic  Charlotte  Mint  half  eagle  issue  with  tremendous  historical  signifi¬ 
cance,  representing  the  first  Liberty  Head  date,  for  a  reasonable  sum.  Exam¬ 
ples  are,  in  fact,  easier  to  locate  in  the  Extremely  Fine  and  About  Uncircu¬ 
lated  classifications  than  they  are  in  the  offered  grade  and  cost  a  lot  more.

mint  luster  emits  a  pretty  sunset  iridescent  glow.  Surfaces  are 
smooth  and  satiny.  Visual  appeal  is  outstanding.  This  New  Orleans 
Mint  issue  is  a  significant  rarity  in  all  grades,  especially  so  when  it 
is  so  close  to  Mint  State.  Only  a  few  achieve  this  lofty  grade.  As  a 
pre-Civil  War  issue,  it  is  one  of  the  most  desired  and  elusive.

2366  1868  Extremely  Fine  45.  Pleasing  rose-sunset  toning  lies  atop  remaining 

mint  luster.  At  the  Choice  Extremely  Fine  grade  level,  this  coin  represents  a 
wonderful  opportunity  to  acquire  a  truly  rare  low  mintage  post-Civil  War 
half  eagle  date.  Business  strike  mintage  was  a  scant  5,700  pieces,  of  which  few 
survive  today  in  better  condition  than  this  one.

This  fabulous  coins  ranks  among  the  finest  known  business 
strikes  of  the  date,  and  is  truly  a  borderline  Mint  State  example.  Mintage  was 
a  scant  3,488  pieces,  and  they  were  coined  purely  on  an  “as  needed’’  basis  at 
the  Philadelphia  Mint,  at  a  time  when  the  mntage  of  silver  coinage  took 
precedence.

2368  1875-CC  About  Uncirculated  55.  Cleaned  at  one  time,  with 

resulting  hairlines  in  the  fields.  Both  sides  show  moderate  contact 
marks,  but  nothing  too  severe  or  unsightly.  Interestingly,  this  coin 
has  had  the  edges  shaved,  causing  the  rim  to  be  nearly  oval,  with 
narrowed  full  reeding  all  around.  This  procedure  in  all  likelihood 
occurred  during  the  coin’s  stint  in  circulation  in  the  old  West,  in  an 
effort  to  remove  a  tiny  quantity  of  gold  while  not  diminishing  its 
exchangeable  status  at  face  value.  Such  occurrences  were  not  unusu¬ 
al  and  there  were  a  number  of  different  ploys  used,  and  if  the  per¬ 
petrators  removed  a  tiny  bit  of  gold  from  enough  coins,  substantial 
profits  could  be  derived. 

Here  is  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  the  specialist  in  Carson  City 
Mint  gold  to  obtain  and  interesting  and  historic  relic.  In  spite  of  its 
aforementioned  tampered  with  rims,  it  stands  as  one  of  the  finest 
obtainable  examples  today  from  an  original  mintage  of  just  1 1,828. 
Strictly  Mint  State  examples  are  very  rare,  and  borderline  Mint 
State  examples  are  nearly  as  difficult  to  locate.  This  coin  belongs  in 
a  high  end  specialized  collection,  and  perhaps,  its  status  as  a  “swin¬ 
dle”  piece  adds  to  its  legendary  appeal.

A  very  choice  specimen  in  cameo-contrasting 
Proof  condition.  Fields  are  deep  and  watery,  and  exhibit  delicate, 
wispy  toning.

which  appears  to  have  received  special  care  upon  striking.  The 
details  are  almost  medallic  in  appearance  with  every  detail  up  and 
bold.  The  border  denticles  are  broader  and  more  prevalent  than  on 
just  about  any  other  example  we  have  record  of,  while  the  shape  of 
the  edge  milling  (or  reeding  as  it  is  sometimes  called)  is  entirely  dif¬ 
ferent  as  well.  On  this  coin  the  spacing  between  each  reed  is  nar¬ 
rower  than  on  a  regular  issue,  while  each  reed  appears  higher  and 
somewhat  squarer  as  though  the  pressure  it  received  from  the  dies 
was  greater  than  average.  (A  ring-shaped  coin  collar  that  constrains 
the  planchet’s  expansion  during  striking  also  imparts  the  edge 
milling  in  the  same  operation.) 

Furthermore,  there  are  strong  raised  die  lines  in  stars  2  and  3.  The 
fourth  star  is  sharply  recut  and  there  are  die  lines  from  star  13  to 
below  the  numeral  2  in  the  date.  Inspection  reveals  this  piece  was 
ever  so  lightly  cleaned  long  ago,  the  result  being  that  the  surfaces 
are  dulled.  It  is  obvious  however  that  they  had  full  mirror  reflec¬ 
tiveness  originally  and  texture  which  is  dissimilar  to  that  found  on 
any  business  strike.  Fields  are  completely  free  of  handling  marks; 
rims,  too,  are  the  quintessence  of  perfection!  To  this  point,  it  is 
unknown  why  this  remarkable  coin  was  struck.  What  is  known  is 
that  a  least  one  coin  each  of  the  1884-0  Half  Eagle  and  Eagle  in 
Proof  are  reported. 

We  encourage  prospective  bidders  to  inspect  this  strikingly  beauti¬ 
ful  coin  in  person,  if  only  to  further  their  numismatic  education.

2389  1908  With  Motto.  Matte  Proof  65.  Proofs  of  this  year  struck  only 

from  dies  with  the  newly  added  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  in 
the  space  to  the  left  of  the  eagle.  A  superb  Matte-finish  example  of 
the  minting  craft  first  introduced  in  1908,  though  borrowed  from 
the  French  and  other  European  coin  mints.  Smooth  even  finish 
without  spotting  or  hairlines;  the  rims  square  and  wide  have,  in 
areas,  a  thin  knife  edge  —  known  as  a  “fin”  in  mint  parlance.  The 
edge  on  these,  as  on  other  regular-issue  Indian  $10  gold  pieces, 
encircled  by  46  stars  denoting  the  46  states  of  the  Union  at  the  time 
it  was  issued  in  1908.  (After  1912,  when  Arizona  and  New  Mexi¬ 
co  joined,  there  are  48  stars  on  the  edge.) 

The  number  of  Proofs  struck  and  sold  (as  part  of  the  Proof  sets)  was 
necessarily  very  low.  Only  the  wealthiest  collectors  could  afford  to 
collect  Proof  gold.  As  it  is  today,  only  the  best  heeled  collectors 
aspire  to  possess  such  breathtakingly  beautiful  specimens!  In  all 
there  were  116  Proofs  issued. 

Designer  of  the  “No  Motto”  and  “With  Motto”  Indian  heads  was 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  though  after  the  artist’s  death,  the  mint’s 
chief  engraver  Charles  E.  Barber  reworked  the  design,  flatting  it 
somewhat  to  aid  striking  and  die  life,  and  this  handsome  coin  is  the 
result.  In  1907  and  part  of  1908,  the  design  has  no  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST  on  it.  “An  outraged  and  furious  Congress  (probably  goad¬ 
ed  by  vociferous  clergy)  ordered  that  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST  be  forthwith  restored  to  the  coinage,  as  mandated  by  the 
Act  of  March  3,  1865”  according  to  the  Breen  encyclopedia.  “Pres¬ 
ident  Roosevelt,  on  religious  grounds.  .  .believed  that  placing  the 
name  of  God  on  currency  was  a  debasement  amounting  to  blas¬ 
phemy.  All  Proofs  1908-15  are  much  rarer  than  their  mintage  fig¬ 
ures  suggest;  notably  rarer  than  most  dates  1897-1907.  Many  were 
melted  in  1917  as  unsold,  others  spent  during  the  1921  and  1929- 
33  financial  crises.  These  Proofs  have  finishes  differing  from  one 
year  to  another  Proofs  of  1908  have  dark  matte  finish  between 
khaki  and  olive  color,  like  half  eagles  and  quarter  eagles  of  this  year, 
although  there  is  a  “Roman  finish”  1908  reported  (Breen-7101) 
that  has  a  finish  similar  to  the  1909-10  Proofs.

Shield.  SSCA  3626.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Gorgeous 
bright  frosty  luster,  essentially  “as  struck”  —  an  incredible  coin  if 
you  have  never  seen  one  of  these  beautiful  double  eagles! 

The  mint  at  San  Francisco  opened  for  business  in  1854  in  response 
to  the  flood  of  gold  bullion  issuing  from  California’s  Sierra  Nevada 
motherlodes.  From  gold’s  discovery  in  1848  until  the  mint  opened, 
a  number  of  private  mints  operated  in  this  part  of  the  state.  Much 
of  the  issue  from  San  Francisco  went  east  through  various  means  to 
satisfy  the  needs  of  commerce  and  for  use  as  export.  Those  double 
eagles  that  stayed  behind  in  California  were  used  a  currency  since 
the  state’s  residents  shunned  paper  money  of  any  kind.  This  is  the 
main  reason  why  double  eagles  are  found  circulated  (often  heavily 
so)  and  only  rarely  in  fresh  mint  condition.  The  Mint  State  64 
offered  here  is  quite  naturally  among  the  finest  in  existence.  Per¬ 
haps  only  a  few  thousand  frosty  original  coins  exist  out  of  the  orig¬ 
inal  mintage.  These  trace  to  the  shipwreck  of  the  passenger  liner  S. 
S.  Central  America,  which  floundered  off  the  East  Coast  in  a  storm 
late  in  1857. 

On  the  history  of  the  $20  denomination  itself:  one  of  the  conse¬ 
quences  of  the  immense  discoveries  of  gold  in  California  was  an 
increase  in  gold  bullion  coming  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  for 
coinage.  Authorities  felt  that  large-scale  domestic  or  international 
transactions  payable  in  gold  should  be  made  in  more  compact  form 
than  eagles  or  smaller  denominations.  Accordingly,  Rep.  James  Iver 
McKay  (D.N.C.)  was  persuaded  to  introduce  an  amendment  to  his 
Gold  Dollar  bill,  Feb.  1849,  which  would  authorize  coinage  also  of 
$20s,  ro  be  called  Double  Eagles.  These  were  to  weigh  5 1 6  grains 
=  33.436  grams,  a  little  over  a  troy  ounce  each,  and  be  roughly 
comparable  in  value  to  several  Latin  American  denominations.

On  the  obverse  of  this  impressive  double  eagle  there  is  a  small  lin¬ 
ear  depression  starting  at  the  rim  near  1 1  o’clock,  extending  down¬ 
ward  through  the  right  points  of  the  6th  star  and  the  coronet  tip, 
just  touching  L  and  curving  to  the  right,  stopping  in  the  field 
between  the  8th  and  9th  stars.  Errors  of  this  type  are  a  result  of 
debris  on  the  die  when  the  coin  was  struck.  In  this  instance,  a 
detached  strand  of  wire  from  a  brush  used  to  wipe  the  die  probably 
caused  the  said  indention.

Full  frosty  luster  including  all  high  points;  sharp  stars  with  full  hair,  coronet 
beads,  and  crisp  eagle.  Normal  light  bagmarks  include  a  couple  curved 
scratches  on  the  cheek,  a  minor  mark  to  the  right  of  the  eagle,  and  others  less 
meaningful.  This  particular  coin  has  a  fine  die  crack  extending  through  the 
first  three  stars  on  left  and  another  from  the  rim  intersecting  the  last  and  sec¬ 
ond  to  he  last  star  (#12-13). 

Like  the  S.  S.  Central  America  shipwreck  $20  gold  pieces,  the  1865-S  coins 
from  the  “Brother  Jonathan”  tragedy  are  all  marvelously  frosty  and  deeply 
impressed  by  the  dies.

Attendance  from  June  1  to  October  14, 
1905  was  over  2,500,000  ad  several  medals  were  also  made,  along 
with  an  issue  of  federal  stamps.  Emphasis  of  the  State  exhibitors 
was  on  fisheries,  forestry  and  mining,  but  seven  major  exhibition 
palaces  offered  the  usual  national  exposition  fare.  Farran  Zerbe 
supervised  the  numismatic  display  and  it  was  he  who  also  directed 
sale  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark  commemorative  gold  dollars.

Moffat  &C  Co.  was  far  and  away  the  most  prominent  of  the  private 
California  gold  minting  establishments,  enjoying  an  impeccable 
reputation.  Originally,  tne  firm,  established  in  1849,  had  four  part¬ 
ners,  John  Moffat  as  assayer,  Joseph  Curtis  as  business  manager, 
Samuel  Ward  as  secretary  and  Philo  Perry  as  cashier.  The  institu¬ 
tion  survived  through  two  issuing  periods  and  was  disbanded  in 
1853  after  the  three  remaining  founders,  Curtis,  Perry  and  Ward 
were  solicited  by  the  Federal  Government  to  help  establish  San 
Francisco’s  first  branch  mint. 

Only  $5  and  $10  denominations  were  issued  by  the  original  Mof¬ 
fat  &  Co.,  the  former  bearing  dates  of  1849  and  1850,  while  the 
higher  denomination  varieties  all  bore  the  date  1849.  The  designs 
by  Albert  Kuner  appeared  similar  to  regular  half  eagles  and  eagles 
then  being  struck  by  the  U.S.  Mint,  except  Moffat  &  Co.  was 
inscribed  on  Miss  Liberty’s  headband,  rather  than  LIBERTY,  while 
on  the  reverse,  S.M.V.  (Standard  Mint  Value)  CALIFORNIA 
GOLD  took  the  place  of  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  arch¬ 
ing  above  the  eagle. 

All  Moffat  &  Co.  coinage  is  highly  sought  after.  Uncirculated  sur¬ 
vivors  are  especially  rare  and  desirable.  While  lower  grade  examples 
are  available  with  some  frequency,  often  years  go  by  between  offer¬ 
ings  of  certified  Mint  State  specimens.  This  outstanding  example 
ranks  among  the  finest  few  certified  by  NGC  and  has  a  delightful 
appearance.  Highly  recommended.

Bidder 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that  Superior  may  not  be  required  to 
pay  a  Buyer's  Commission,  or  other  charges  that  other  Bidders 
may  be  required  to  pay  and  may  have  access  to  information  con¬ 
cerning  the  lot(s)  that  is  not  otherwise  available  to  the  public.  Any 
claimed  conflict  of  interest  or  claimed  competitive  advantage 
resulting  therefrom  is  expressly  waived  by  all  participants  in  the 
Sale. 

8  Lot(s)  may  carry  a  Reserve.  A  Reserve  is  a  confidential  price  or  bid 
below  which  the  Auctioneer  will  not  sell  an  item  or  will  re-pur¬ 
chase  on  behalf  of  the  Consignor  or  for  Superior.  In  the  event  that 
a  reserve  is  known  to  Superior  prior  to  the  publication  of  the  cat¬ 
alogue,  the  low  pre-sale  estimate  will  equal  or  exceed  the 
reserve.

28.  Title  to  any  lot  remains  with  Consignor,  any  secured  party  of  the 
Consignor,  or  Consignor's  assigns,  as  the  case  may  be,  until  the 
lot  is  paid  for  in  full  by  Bidder.
